coutU to our office of all fuch as may have 
been employed in the late troubles^ l>y 
commiffion civil or military, under the 
Ufurper, or the other kind of impofed re- 
bellious Authority as then called. Among 
fome others, information is delivered of 
John Harington, ion to the late Member 
for the city of Bathe, bearing arms by vir- 
tue of commiffion from the Ufurper in 
1655, whofe father was Commiffioner of 
the Parliament to the late King at Carif- 
brooke caftle, and a (launch member of 
that party, with fjsyeral more of thit name. 
His prefent Majefties good intentions to- 
ward all who have not fignalifed themfelves 
by any notorious deeds of rebellion need 
not be doubted, as will more amply appicar 
by fome Aft of indemnity; but examples, 
in juftice to his royal blood and family, as 
well as to an injured nation, are required. 
Such intelligence as may tend to our bet- 
ter and further informing his Majefty, will 
be an acceptable aft of your Lordfhips to 
tbc King, and your employment does the 
fajCher warrant fuch expeftations from you.

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The office I bear, and duty I owe, more 
particularly demand my infifting on your 
complyance to the fatisfaftion of the King, 
and, not doubting your confidence and o- 
bedience to fuch his demands, fhall expe£l 
due account in all expedition, to regulate 
the Aft of Indemnity to good efFe£l; which 
will alfo include the Declaration at Breda,

SIR, 

MY confidence of the zeal of our coun- 
ty of Somerfet, during the general dif- 
turbance, for the late Kings fervice, will 
not bear to hear fo heavy accufation againft 
us as to demand a ftri6t inquiry into our 
former conduft ; and (hall not be deficient 
in giving fuch information as will afibrd 
you fatisfa£tion, and do us no Imall honour. 
I have fubmitted your letter to Mr. Ha- 
jington ; whatever his fathers principles led 
him to, his fon is no obje£l of wrath for his 
Majefties difpleafure. The inclofed cer- 
tificate will yield you true account of his and 
our duty and fuff'erings. He did bear com- 
miffion from Oliver Cromwel, but at our 
requeft, to protcft us from ruin and plun- 
der. His own honefty did make him 
about to refufe afting, but we dreaded the 
confequences to ourfelves and families. 
His complyance renderd him expofed to

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lofs of friends and relations in battle, at\d 
lofs of fortune in many afts of goodnefs. 
This county is under great obligations to 
ihii Gentleman, and our duty obliges us to 
render him our beft fervices to proteft him 
from his Majefties difpleafure. The Kings 
c^aufe was no TofFerer in this matter; and 
fuch a fihgulat' anrf^nice circumftance as 
fighting againft confcience, and yet forcon- 
fcience fake, does give Mn H. great title 
to pardon, nay rather thanks and rewards. 
We who fubfcribe this are ready to fubmit 
to any pains or penalties for this mans fake, 
whofe honourable family and defcent, as 
-well as his own good name and charafter 
in our county, claim our beft acknowledg- 
ments. Pray, Sir, let thefe reafons urge 
your endeavours to Ijpare his family, and 

interceed for Mr. H s free pardon, 

which will confirm the duty of all the poor 
fuflFerers of this county of Somerfet to his 
Majefties beft fervices, on all occafions.

injury, as the Earl of Marlbrough,* his 
father-in-law, can teftify to the Council.

THESE are to certify all whom it may 
concern, that whereas John Haring^ 
ton, of Kelfton, in the county of Somer- 
fet, Efq. did receive a commiflion for a 
countie troope of horfe from Oliver Crom- 
wel, (then called ProteSor) he the faid 
John Harington did refufe to aQ: there- 
by, and woud have returnd the faid com- 
miflion, but that we (with divers others) 
whofe names are fubfcribed, did earneftUe 
intreate him to accept of the faid charge ; 
thereby to fecure us from fuch fpoyle and 
mine which otherwife we feared and had 
certainlie undergone, had not he under- 
taken the faid imployment, which he mod 
faithfuUie and carefullie performed for us ; 
even with his own hazard amongft others 
of other principles joyned with him ; and 

to 
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to his own very great expence and co&; 
difcharging and relieving, .vilhpoheyVnd 
neceflaries, divers' who had btherwifelayne 
long in reftrainte ; and hathe fince IheWede 
himfelf mofte readie and alFeftionate to his 
Majefties prefente fervice. In witnefi 
whereof we have hereunto fet our hal&ds, 
this four-and-twentieth day of May, in the 
year of our Lord God 1660.

^Edward VI. 

THE letters whiche your Grace feni to 
the Univerfitic for the better expedi- 
tion of the vifitation, hath encouraged 
mens ftudies merveilouflye to the further 
defyre of learning, and eftabliflied the 
doubtfull myndes of fome wavering men, 
which tooke all unknown matters to the 
worft, and feared fhadows of miftrufted 
things, whereof they had no caufe :, Where- 
fore your Grace, in myne opinion, hath 
done a verie beneficial deed to the fchooles, 
whofe Head and Chauncelour you be, 
in ipeeding out of hand this vifitation ; 
and (hall make hearebye a nomber of ho- 
ned and learned men to ferve the King's 
Majeftie faithfuUie in their callinge another 
daje, which is one chief point of everie 
fubj eft's dcwtie to labour in.. 

And heare all fortes of ftudents know-

fng the Kings Majeftie toward in hope 
all excellencie to learning; and yoot Grajce 
holding the ftearne of honor, not only of 
dering all matters of counfeille with vfit' 
dome, but alfo confydering the furtherance 
of learning with favour; be ftirred and 
enabled to attaine to a greater and perfe^er 
trade of learning, not unbehovable for tlic 
common^^elthe, nor unferviceable for the 
Kings Majeftie, nor unpleafant to your 
Grace, by whofe authoritie it now the better 
fpringeth. 

For whiche taufe t fuppofe amotig otter, 
the Kings Majeftie hath great occafion to 
give God thanks, that not onlye in bis 
minoritie his realme is governed at home 
with your fage, auncient counfeill, and de 
fended from the foreigne incurfion of great 
and powerfull adverfaries, but alfo provi- 
fion is made for learned men to fcrvc his 
Grace hereafter ; whofe ufe (hall be necef- 
farie for the realme, not onlie for religion, 
but alfo for civill caufes. And therefore 
as I may faye boldly to your Gra<:e, I,

feilfa beft, r be^aufe they do pefceave in 
mfelv,^ no reafon againfte themfelves;

^Uhoughe there be in the thing itfelf, and 
wife mens heads, never fo moche to the 
contrary. Wherefore, as his Majeftie hath 
alwaies lefarned, fo I truft he laboureth dayi 
lie to avoide the grownde of all errour^ tlmt 
felf-pleafing which the Greekes do call 
^^x^tjrtxy when a man deii^iteth in his own 
reafon and defpyfeth other mens confeill, 
and thincketh no mans forefight to be (a 
good as his, nor no mans judgement com« 
pared to his owne ; for, if there be any 
wifedom, it is conferringe with many wife 
heads, and of divers good counfells, to 
chufe oute one perfe6l, and fo to foliow 
that whiche reafonable experience leadeth 
a man wittie unto : And, if there be anye 
hynderaunce and ftoppe to wifedome, it is 
wheare fancie favoureth a mans owne in- 
vention, and he hath a better opinion df 
his own reafon then it defcrvith indeede, 
and fo alloweth it to be good, and fticketh 
to his fence by felf-love ; or ever he know 
what it is worth by profe of reafon ; and 
therefore is not conftant therein by judge- 
ment, but headftronge bye ^illfullneffe.

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And chis thing n to be avoyded diligent** 
Jjre of fidl, and efpeciallye of the Kings Ma- 
jeftie,^now in this tenderne0e of his youth; 
(becaaie everie fault is greatter in a King 
iim» ima.meane man, and alfo faults rooted 
in this age do not onlye grow to a great-* 
oiefle^ /but alio they utterlye take away the 
likdifaoode of divdrs good vertues, which 
ellfe viould fpring frefhlye in it: I do wifh 
therefore oftentymes, that which the King's 
M^jeftie was wont to labour in, th^t he 
jcoijitynewed to be. an Academike, flow to 
j^dgt} glad to here all men, miftrufting 
his Qwne reafon, takeing trouthe to be hid- 
den and fo not to be founde at the (irft 
light; thinking wifiiom^ either to be in men 
,pf q^p^nicncc» or ellfe in no men ; and aU 
lya^fe perfwading hymfelf in his youthe, 
which Socrates belived when he was olde, 
tbat be knoweth this onlye thinge, that yet 
jte knew nothing; and fo fliall he beft a<» 
voide the bottpmlefi dangers^ unknowen 
£uilts vluch will ells unwarfe creepe into 
^ ]hb minde. Not only in warrfere but alfo

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in peace, it is daungeroufe for a pubtique 
perfon to fay, Had I wfji, to excuTe the 
matter, with ^.puiavi to maintaine on that 
reafon whofe beginninge is grownded. on 
an erroiir. The Kings Majeftie knowetk 
herein half what I meane, and^thesfure 
fafegarde of wifedome and happindfeiis-to 
avoide the firft fault which: is firft command- 
€d to be avoyded in Tullies Offices. 

But what meane I to wryte this to your 
Grace, efpecially knowing the Ki«gs Ma- 
jefties nature, how gladd he is lo fOrik>w 
your Graces good advertifements, and wil- 
ling to obaye all thofe whoe be put in 
trufte about hym. I have no caufe to itiit 
jruft, but the love is full of feare when 
there is no cawfe, and my dewtie ready* to 
admoniihe aforehand, for fear of a cawfc; 
and yet my hope is there will be no cawfe; 
for I cannot (by nature as a fubjeft, by 
dewtie as a fervant) but contynually wyflic 
to his Majeftie day lye encreafe of Gods 
merveilous guifte well begunne in hyrt,

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and to your Grace moche lionour for the 

great bourdeine of unfufferable paynes 

: which you fuftaine in his minoiitie for his 

i cawfe; not doubting but, as God of his

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. Mn Cheeke to King Edward* 

BECAUSE I am departing, my Sovc* 
reigne Lord, unto the King of all 
kings, Almightie God, and inuft, by hk 
appointment, leave you, whome of long 
tyme I have done my beft to bring up in 
vcrtuc and good Icarninge ; and you are 
now comming to a government of yout 
felf, in whiche ellate I pray God you maye 
alv/aies be ferved with them that will faith- 
fiiUye, trewlye, and playnlye give you 
counfeill : I have thought it my dutie, for 
a memorie of my laft will, and for a token 
of my wcU-wilhinge unto you (remayning 
prefentlye with me, even as it hath alwaies 
heretofore done) to requyre you, yea, and 
in God's behalf to chardge you, that, foraf- 
moche as yeares bothe have and will dimi- 
^niflic in you the feare of man, to have yet 
before your eyes continuallye the fear of 
God; with the which if you do not dircS, 
order, and temper all your doings and lay- 
ingSy be you w^U aflured neither to have 

good 
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good fuccefs in the greate chardge that he 
hath C6tnwitted to you, yet neither in th* 
tend to enjoye that joyfull place that is pro- 
myfed iimentibus turn: For if God do right 
extreamlye ponifhe men of bafe eftate, and 
of low degrees, for wanting of that necef* 
farie Jewell, which hath ij> Scripture fo many 
promefes : how fevearely wiH he ponifhe 
Kihgsand Princes failing thearein, in whomc 
the lack thereof muft needes be both to 
themfelves and to the commonwealth molt 
perilloufe. My weaknefle fuffereth me not 
fo long to talke with you in this matter as I 
could wiftie, and your Majeflies difpofition, 
(which 1 know moft apt to receave all god- 
Jie admonitions) putteth me incomforte to 
thincke this to be fufficient, befeaching God 
fo to direft all your doings, thoughts, and 
meanings, as may tend to his glory and 
your honour and wealth, both heare and in 
the worlde to come, when by death you 
fliall be called thereunto ; to the whiche all 
men, as well Princes as others, aswellyongc 
as old, arc fubjefte. Moft affeftuouflye be- 
C 3 feachinge 
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feachinge your Grtce, if any of your fer* 
Vaunts ^bout you (halt francklye admoniflie 
you of anye thinge whiche in you may be 
miflyked to take it at their handes, aii4 
thincke them that (hal^ fo doe to be your 
t)niy fervants of truft; and to confyder 
them, and to rewarde them accordinglyc* 
And if anye fuche fhaU be, that (hall of 
^1 things make fair weather, and, whatfo- 
ever they (hall fee to the contrarye, (ball 
tell you all is well; beware of them, thej 
ferve themfelves, and not you. 

And wheare you have readd, in the tymt 
that it bath pieafed God to lend me unto you, 
dyvers difcourfes of dyvers fortes, as well 
of ftories, as of philofophie, wherebye you 
have had proffit, and plentie of grave and 
wife rules and orders for the good govern- 
ment of your tealme ; yet, in myne opi- 
nyon, among them all, none hath fo ha*- 
bundantlye fumifhed you in thofe points, 
as hath Ariftotle, to whome I befeaeh you, 
for thofe matters, often to reforte, and ef- 

pecially 
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periallye to two chapters in his Politiques, 
l!he oiteife fkntatione regni etc. al^d the other 
perfuttr^gnM/trtfontur, being the tenth and 
eleventh chapters of the S. of Us Politiques. 

For your divinitie, I wolde wiftie you 
virold dfligemlye contynew the reading of 
the New Teftameht, Sajnentia Ecdefiaflkus, 
and the Proverbs. 

And, underftanding that it hath pleafed 
you fitfaen the tyme of my ficknefle to fend 
unto me manie comfortable mefiages, and 
among the reft, that you have appointed 
(moche unto my comfort) the wardihipp of 
my (bnne to his mother; like as I do there- 
fore render unto your Grace my moft hum«> 
ble thancks fo to do, I with like humble- 
ne&defyreyou (my great debts confydered) 
to remitt to hym (if all fhall be too moche) 
yet Ibme convenient peece of fuch lands 
as, during his noneage, Ih^ll fall unto you. 

And, 



And, Nvhereas I fhall now leave iriy col- 
kdge in Cambridge dcftitute of an headd, 
if your Grace appdint thereumo Mr. Had- 
don, I think you fhall appoipt a worthie 
man. Finallie, one fute charitye moveth 
me to make unto your Majeflie : The 
Bifhop of Chichefter was my brirtger- 
upp, and at his hands. I gate an entrie to 
fome (kill in learning ; lyving I could never 
do hyme anye good whereby I might be ac- 
compted a grateful fchpller ; if dyeing I 
rqight attaine for hym libertie with fome 
fmall aide of lyving, I Ihould be mochc 
bound unto youe, thinking moft affuredlye 
you Ihall fynde of hym, during his lyfc, 
bothe a dailye beadefitian for you, and a 
right obedient fubjeft; thoughe, in fome 
thmgs heretofore, he hathe more through- 
lye perfwaded his confcience, then to the 
perfeftion of Chriftes religion was requi^ 
fyte. Thus the lyving God preferve your 
jMajeftie long to raigne moft profperouflye* 
Out of my death bedd, &c.

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Mr. Cheeke to Gardiner Bijhop 
of Winchefter. 

HOWE myferable my things be, whoc 
neither have* wherewith I may pro- 
vyde for my wife! and children, or ellfe to 
mayntayne my felf, it is lyttle neede ta 
•wryte unto your Lordlhip, whoe knoweth 
the fame. There remayneth only my futc; 
wherein I requyre mofte earneftlye of your 
Lordihip, that it wold pleafe you to ufe that 
authoritie (by whiche whome you lift yoa 
can do good to) towards the aide of me that 
needes it. I heare the Qqeenes mofte noble 
Highnefle, pitieng the extreme flate of my 
cafe, hath referred unvo your Lordihip ta 
take order m my matters, after what fort 
your Lordihip lifteth. Therefore all lyeth 
nowe in your hand, that either of this end^ 
les myferie you maye eafe me, or dlfe may 
ctft me into extreame beggerie. You alke 
by what cawfes I am leadd to crave of yoa 
boldiye any^e benefiti, Firft^ for your gen* 

tlenefle ; 
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tleneffe; next for my myferie; then for 
the reafonableneffe of my fute. I am an 
inferiour, am a petitioner to the Highe 
Chauncelour, and greevoufe it muft be to 
me, if your Lordfhip heare the bitts'and 
humble fupplications of ail maner of out- 
cafts, and myne onlye fhould be rejefted 
as unliked ; or refufed as foifaken. Here 
you afke me- for my worthynefs: I lay 
iwinerl feek it onlye of your gentlenefle; 
Is it any e great thinge althoughe your Lori 
ihip efteeme me onlye unworthie ? Oh! how 
fittr' vertue is for a^ NoWeman, a Chauncc- 
Joiir- bifliopped. All are bound to this 
maner of piiifulneffe, but chieflye it is re- 
tjuyred of Rulers; here. declare your felf 
mofte .noble, Sir, andhowmoche the more 
you can ymagen whie for myne owne fake 
you Ihould do n6ught, fo moche the more 
let your vertue be, and fuflPer your nobled 
^jumanitie to overcome the contrarie per* 
iwltiions; This I aflure you of, if anyc 
thing^ye in your' hart againft me, it is fet* 
lid more of opinion than of cawfe ; neither

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can it be proved by anye, that your L^td^

futti but 1 crave die fiinie mercye in a lykt 
catife, not of dewiie, but of grace I Ceekc 
it. For myfrtnds kno^i^e, diat I was botbe 
conftt^ined, and lafte, in a maner, brouj^ 
into the fnare ; and your Lordfliip aUb, 
perhapps, wheh you weare an examyner of 
tbofe. matters, perceaved that I was rathefr 
a looker on than a plaier, and on no fyde 
coulde be reproved, but for that as was the 
common faulte of all. But thus yet iland 
things, nothing is lefte me now. I am in 
others debt 1200I. my wife andmy chiU^n 
muft be maintained. Here your Lordfliip 
feethe that I am not in fuch cafe that I ieeke 
worflii{^ but ly^nge ; if this be not neede- 
fuU of fute, or if your Lordfhip's good- 
nefle helpp not herein, I wot not what 
greater myferye toward me youe might 
looke forr. For death trulye cannot be to 
me fo bitter, as this daylye and continew* 
i^ge extreamytie of myferye. Now I 
doubt not but your Lordihip feeth I have 
moft reafonable cawfcs to fervc, whoe am 
forced of fo hard a neccffitie to be f^tour for 

your 
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your goodnefle, from whiche I knowe you 
cannot withdrawe your good will. If I 
fought greatter, or »ot neceflarie things, 
there weare fome caufe to denie me ; I de- 
fyre onlye that fomewhat may be given to 
pay others debt, and to maintainc me and 
myne; wherein my myferable poore wife 
hathe of longe tyme been futour to your 
Lordfhip. What needeth moche to your 
Lordlhip fo wyfe and fo bufyed ? This, in 
brief, I requyre, that of your goodnefle 
you wold eafe this my myferable eftate, 
whiche I heare the Queenes Excellentcie 
hath referred to your Lordlhip. The Lorde 
prcferve you, and ftore you dailic with the 
worftiipping of God and trewe honour. 

From P. the kalends of December, 1554. 
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Mr. Cheeke to Sir John Mason. 

MY departing out of my contrey greev- 
ith me not, whoe had as leeve grow 
aged a broad with experience, as rufte at 
home with ydleneffe. But the myferye of 
my wife and children, whoe'rauft needes 
wantt by my going, and coulcl gayne no- 
thing by my taryeng. My hope is partlye 
in my wyves fute, whoe fhall be more pit- 
tied in myne abfence, being fo bare lefte, 
then fhe fhoulde be amongft women, if I 
had taryed ; and in your friendfliipp, whoe 
thinck myfelf to lack no parents as long as 
you and my Ladie liveth, I befeeche you, 
therefore, afore your departure, commend 
my caufe to fuch frends as you thinck beft, 
and obtaine that their extreamytie of juf- 
tice be not wreacked on me, that have not 
mode deferved it; Iptt them chufe feme 
other to be their examples, in whome they 
may fynde better cawfes, and feare more 
daungcr. Lett my nature witnefle my 
meaninge, and my frends my faultes, 
wherein, whate fuccefle foevever I have, 

(whiche 
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(whiche can not bfe good in this (lackncs of 
deferved frcnds and creweltie of undefcrved 
enemyes) I fhall thinck and thanck you no 
lefTe then I ought to doe hym, whofe good 
willis hindred by other mens abilitie, and 
not by his own flackneffe.

Mr. Cheeke to the Lord Pagett, 

I AM afliamed to defyre moche of your 
Lordfhipp, whom I ought to thanck 
more, and yet am compelled to do bothe ; 
the one for your frendfhipp (hewed me in 
theife tornes of fortune ; the other for the 
contynewance of the fame to my wife and 
children in myne abfence. I am gone a- 
broad to feeke fome ftay of ly ving, whiche 
I rather lofe then fynd ill England. And 
hope, (althoughe .1 being moche in difplea- 
fure can obtaine nothing for myfelf) yet 
there will fome juft rerpe6t be hadd of mv 
wife and children, whoe neither are wor- 
thie to be ponifhed, having not offendid; 
nor unworthie to be done fore, that live 
juftlye in the realme ; wherein, as I know 
your Lordfhipp can do moche, fo I truft 
your Lordfhipp will do what you can, ha- 
ving no caufe to favour me but of your own 
gentlenelTe, and yet a league of frendfhipp 
to favour Mafter M. familie.

WHEREAS it hath pleafcd your High- 
nefs to extendie your gracious mer- 
cie towardes me, and fomethinge to miti- 
gate the feveritie wheanvith juftice of lawe 
ttiight greviouflie have burdened me; al- 
though I might many waies extenuate my 
faulte towardes your Highnes, thoughe not 
abfolutelie by it felfe, yet in compairing my 
doings with other mens, and fliewinge my 
rainde far from the farvantnes that other 
had in this caufe : Yet, becaufe the greater 
tny faulte is, the greater is your Highnefs

I wolde be forie fortune 
fliold ever have fo throwne youe to feelc 
extremitie, and my defier is, your Lord^ 
fhipp wolde rather helpe than feele it, fee- 
ing your feelinge fholde onlie be to helpe; 
yet methincke ficknes whearewith your

They 
haue great chardge of youe, and much, 
importinge their confcience, and their good 
fames and reputacions; and theirfore will 

not 
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not forgett to thinke of youe in good time, 
that they maie be difburdencd. Thcye be 
of fufficient ftate and honor, theirfore theye 
nede not to make any marchandifc or prof- 
fit of youe. Theye be well affiftcd with 
ftronge overfeers and freendes ; and their- 
fore they wil be careful! to acquite them 
felues with well-doinge, and careles of the 
powre of anyc to contende againft their good 
meaninge. Thcye be fowre havinge iointe 
powre and not feuerall, and theirfore be 
both furer for youe againft corruptions, and 
ilronger againft vnproffitable pY'a6iifes. 

Towchinge your &thers feffccs, fome be 
Honorable, fome be Worfliipfull; all be 
efteeiMd boneft, and all be ^fuche as will 
prectfeKe fbilowe your fathers meaninge. 

Theife biyour comforts in theife Ipecialt 
freendes. Nowe theife be your dewties 
theirbye : That youe be governedby theipe ;

And lett that be to youe 
a fpeciall note ; for fowch maie move fuche 
matter as, being barkened vnto, maie by 
forfeiture vndoe youe ; and, in this pointe^ 
remcmbre to vfe the familiaritie, compa-

tion. In refpeft that your Governers be

In that they 
be wife, remembre youe to take the fFeinte 
of their wifdome ; what matche foeuer 
youe fhall like of, let them rule the hole 
ffourme of bargaine for your advaunce- 
ment in livinge, the affuraunce to yourc 
children, and otherwife ; which youe flial- 
be able to doe, if youe keep yourfelfic

for be that holdeth youe once intangled

Mofi honourable and my hejl Lord, 

tF I fhould write at full to your Lordfliipp 
what my hart woulde, or what my prc- 
ent neceffitie requeareth, I might feeme 
:ither to flatter or to over-reache ; to flat* 
er, becaufe I wryte unto you ; to over- 
eache, becaufe I wryte of myfelf: But I 
ruft your goodnes will judge me voyde of 
lothe ; fuche as commytt either be com- 
fionlye thofe that be the great graters for 
or gayne and profitt. And howe toouble- 
3me I have hitherto bene unto your Lord- 
[lipp, arid that in moche faire offered good 
nil on your Lordfliipps parte, both pri- 
atelie to my felf^ and openlie toothers, 
s any of my callinge hathe had in this 
)ourte, your Lordfliipp knoweth beft : 
Lnd; foi^ my hart toward your Lordfliipp^ 
needle not rooche to wryte, for herein 

theifc 
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theife witnefles v^ill fatisfie, or nothing 
will ferve, God, the Queene, and your 
owtic fclf. And in as this your goodnes, 
open to all, bothe frend and foe, beinge 
alwayes as lothe to faye any man naye, as 
ever you were able to doe any man good, 
wfaoe, as I know full well my felf, arid ai 
the reporte of all men goiih, hath done 
more good even to your enemyes, tben 
anye man eilfe hath done to his frendi 
The eaufe whie in all this cpportunitic i 
have not troubled your Lordfhipp, fa]| 
waye of fute, was neither fbrgeatfulnei of 
my felf, nor miftruft of your goodnes ;^ but 
onlye the watching of fuche a tyme, and 
fuche a matter, as might be bothe eafye 
for your Lordftiipp to obtaine, and fitt bt 
rue and myne to enjoye. Befydes that, 
of my felf, not onlye by nature, but alfi> 
by judgment, I am more defyroas to dc- 
ferve good will, then readie to trouble by

*refore, if I have de^lt thus with the 
eene, think it not flxaunge, por un- 
idetye done, mode noble and my befl 
rd, that I have not troubled your Lord- 
ip with fute ; and this requeft I gladlye 
ke, for I dpe thinck ^nd alfo feare, that

I wronge, whoe doth bothe looke and la- 
ir for goodnes at your Lordfhipps hand. 
t fee mye mofte unhappie happe, or ells 

ftrainge and ovecbolde injurie of other$, 
whome I ^m dry ven, even of neceflitie, 
I to cdoiplayne of an injurie, before I 
ve anje beneBtt at your Lordfhipps 
\d: Whoe have ventured to turne the 
refl waye of my mofle hoped f^rder- 
ice into a readie pathe of my utter un- 
ing, for wheaije I furelye fixed my hope 

have had more flay of your Lord- 
pps goodnes than of any man elh. 
me have been fo bold as to abufe your 

Lordfhipps 
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Lordfhipps authoritie to do me that injuitti 
that few or none wolde, either for inwarf 
confcience or common humanitie, have 
offered unto me : For if the matter, fcr 
the deede it felf, for the maner^of dcnng, 
for the pcrfons that have done it, were ex- 
preflcd by me as I coulde, and underftand 
bye others at the full, it woulde fall cute 
more to other mens (hame then my injuriCi 
althoughc my utter undoing did folio* 
thereof. But hitherto I have kept the XDat- 
ter from the Queenes Majeftie, not dit 
clofed it to good Matter Secreatarie, fayinj 
Icfle to any other, then either mye imvarf 
greife might juftlye have uttered, or the 
injurye offered, and unkyndnefs done, migB 
-well have defervid ; for I purpofe fo to it- 
ferre the matter onlye to your Lordfliipp,as 
all that heare the cafe fhall witnefle, that ci- 
ther I obtayne my right by your Lordfhipps 
onlye goodnes, or ells fuffer wrong by 
your Lordfhipps onlye authoritie. For I 
faye and will faye, bothe nowe and here- 
after, and heare and ells wheare, yf the 

matter 
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ter be not amended, that no boldnefe 
1, nor no power could have offered me, 
lOne me this wronge, except fome men 
thought that the ftiadowe of your Lord- 
ps authoritie fhould fo have covered 
r doinges and flopped my mowthe„ as 
e fhould have feene, nor I durfl have 
red the injurye done unto me. But 
' are deceaved, for thoughe I am not 
olde and forward as fome other be in 
ritige of benefits, yet dare I well ynough 
iplaine of an injurie, if, wheare, and 
n, and by whome it fhould^ not, it be 
red unto_me. And the better theire 
Ines might have bene borne with all, if 
ayed in injuring me ; but, as they have 
tured boldlye to abufe your Lordfhipps 
loritie, fo have they not fpared, with 
rmoche boldnes, to deale not the beft 
with the Queenes Majeflie, in difap- 
iting her good will, and illuding her 
pofe in that matter, wherein (he was 
:ia]lie bent openlie to fhewe a preroga* 
of her goodnes towards me. For did 
Majeftie ^ve mc that prebend by her 
OL. III. H onlyc 
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onlye goodnes, and good Mafter Secreata^ 
ryes frindlye moiion, without my fute, 
without my knowledge, that another man 
fiiould reape the bed frute of that her good 
will ? Or, when Mr. Bourne would needes 
intytle the Quecne to the fee Gmple of that 
prebend, did her Majeftie give oute her 
commiffion, wryte her lettres, fend ipecial 
tokens, talke earneftlye with her OflSceis, 
give ftraite commaundement to the whok 
Courte of the Excheaquer, that without 
delay I (hould have right even in a matttf 
againft her felf : Was this prerogative^ I 
fay, of her goodnes fo fpecially declared, 
fo openlye teftefied, that my Lord of Yorkc 
might prevelye difapoint all her M^jcftitf 
meaninge herein ; I truil all good and wile 
men will botbe thinck and fay j^ity. Ani 
befydes this injury ng of me, befydes the 
abufinge of your Lordfhipps 9uthoride> 
and befydes the illuding of her Maje&ies 
good purpofe and will ; furely the unkynde 
dealing doth greeve me moftc of all. For 
this feaven yeares I have fpent my life in 
cares at home, my ly ving in fiite and 

charges 
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charges abroad ; I have folde. away my 
plate, and that which grieveth jffie moche, 
my wifes poore Jewells. I have, by this 
fute, with prefent debt, broughte myfelfe in 
daunger of forfaidnge my whole lyving to 
comme, for me, my wife, and my chil- 
dren ; for, bye chardge of this fute, I owe 
the Queene 200L and nwre; in witnefle 
of whiche debt. Sir Richard Sackvill hath 
my leafe, geven me by Queene Marye, 
whiche is the whole and pnlye lyvinge that 
1 have to leave to ray wife" and children, if 
I dye. And if I fhoulde now dye, as I 
nme not verie lyke to lyve longe, my wife 
and children may overtrewlie faye^ when 
I am gone : We maye all goe a begging 
for any thing that Mafter Afcham could 
ever geat to leave unto us, by all his fervis 
done to Queene Elizabeth, or by all his 
great frends that he had in her Courts. 

This thought, my Lord, pincheth me 

overneare the hart; herebye cometli my 

gray heares, my hollow eyes, my hcavie 

lookes, my long abfence from the Courte, 
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my thouglurul byding at home, my daylye 
prcfcnt greife for them which (hould be my 
greateft ioyc and comfort. And the better 
wife, the fayrcr children that God hatbc 
bleftc me withal, the greater is my greife, 
that all my fervice in the Courte (hould 
purchafe them nothing but beggerye, when 
I am gone ; for, if I dye, all my thingi 
dye with me. And yet that poore fervice 
that I have done to Queene Elizabeth (hall 
lyve ftill and never dye, as long as her no- 
ble hand and excellent learning in the 
Greeke and Latine tongues (hall be knowen 
to the worlde. And alfo my happ is over 
hard, that I, being thought fitt to be Secrea- 
tarie to a Prince, to have the doing be- 
twixtc the Prince and Princes abroad, can- 
not be thought worthic of one grote by 
yeare at home, neither by land, fee, nor 
ferme, nor otherwife, which wife and chil- 
dren may enjoye, wh?n I am gone.

crownicled hereafter, if, of all ihofe 

have bene fo long, and fo mightie and 
obl^ a Prince, I onlye in the end muft 
e nothing but myferie to ttiy deareft 
ds. I feare, mofte noble Lord, left 
fe my inward cares caufe me to utter 
b, over farr, theife my houfliolde greifes. 
I I was not fo moche purpofed to la- 
\X myne owne myferie, as to complayne 
on others injurye, unkindueflfe, and un- 
efye done unto me in this prefent mat- 

for all theife ftiy inward cares at home 
iouMed and trypled by the outward 
ibles abroad, partlye by the injuries of 
le enemyes, but more by the unkind- 
o{ my frends. Matter Bourne did ne- 
greeve me half fo moche in offering 
wrong, as Mr. Dudley and the Bifhopp 
^orke doe in taking away my right. No 
lopp, in Queen Maries time, would 
I fo dealt with me, not Mr. Bourne hyrau 

when Winchefter lyved, durft have 

t fo with me. For fuche good eftima- 
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lion, in thofe dayes, even the learned'^ 
and wyfeft men, as Gardener and Cardinal 
Poole, made of my poore fervicc, that, 
aUbough they knew perfe£Uye, that in re- 
ligion, both by open wryting and pryvic 
talke, I was contrarye unto theo^, yea, 
when Sir Frauncis Englefield by name did 
note me fpeciallye at the Councell-board, 
Gardener would not fufFer me to be called 
thither, nor touched ells wheare, faienge 
fuche wordes of me as in a Lettre, thou^ 
I.cttres cannot, I blufhe to write them to 
your Lordfhipp. Winchefters good wD 
ftoode not in fpeaking faire and wifhing 
well, but he did in deede that for me, 
whereby my wife and children fhall live the 
better when I am gone. My mofte noble 
Lord, fhall my wife arid children, when I 
am gone, trulye faye, Yet we have this to 
lyve on, gotten by my Lord of Winchef- 
ter in Queene Maries tyme ; but we have 
not one pcnnye to live on, gotten by Lord 
of Lecifter in Qneene Elizabethes time: 
Yea, the lyving that was fpeciallye pur- 
pofcd, by her noble goodnes to do us good, 

bye 
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lyc my Lord of Leicefter (thoughe not 
penlie by his meane) yet privilic by his 
ten, and though not by his will and doing, 
et by his authoritie and fuffering, is taken* 
om us. Ay, my good Lord, perchaunce 
ou think theife words be over fiiarppe and. 
eedlefle, and I thinck fo to, for I hope 
irelye that your Lordfhipps goodnes will 
rove them fo to be in the end. But fure 
am, that, at this prefent, I write not fa 
larplye, as they have done Ihrewdlye, 
bicK of neceflitie con^ell me thus to* 
ryte : - For all theife cofts and charges 
ive I fuftayned, onlye to mayhtaync the 
hurch of Yorkes right, thincking that, in 
ic end of my labour and chardge, my 
,ord Archbifljopp (whoe never yet fpent 
ae penny in defence of his patronage) 
Dulde, firft, of curtfye, beftowe the ad- 
KatioD therof uppon my fonne Dudley, 
en of confcience graunt unto me a good 
ng leafe, to redeeme theife chardges . 
lich this fiite cofte me. But now, when 
have, by long fute, great coft and care, 
ought by order of law, by verdift, and 

judgment. 
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judgment, this prebend to the church of 
York agayne, which four ArchbifIiopp» in 
fortie yeares could never bring lb to paffe: 
Beholde when I looked for thancks, and 
hoped for recompence of tny great chardges, 
by fotne long leafe at the leaft, vby Lord 
Archbifhopp, before the matter was ended 
(for it yet remayneth in coftlye tryall unto. 
me) mod unkindlye, to my prefenc undo- 
ing, and peipetuall greife, hath gevea 
away the advocation ; and geven it fo, un- 
der his, the Dean and Chapters feale, a* 
now another man fhall enjoye the fwM 
kirnell of this hard and chardgeable rnKt, 
which I have bene fo long ir> cracking; 
and nothing left unto me but flielb ani 
fhalls to feed me with all. Ay, my Lord, 
other kinde of writting then theife heavic 
lettres had been more fitt for this prcfcnt 
tyme. And furelye this had I never writ- 
ten, if the Biftiopp in this matter had made 
anye accompt of learning, cohfcience, hii* 
manitie, or curtefie, or ells of his ownt 
promefle unto me, whereof I wyll chardgt 
hym, and that in the beft prefcnce, where* 

ever 
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ever I meete hym in England. But to let 
the Byfhopp goe, at whofe hands I look for 
no good, I refeiT the whole matter onlye 
to your Lordfhipp, whoe may juftlye and 
cafilye to no mans injurie, to my great 
comforte and commoditie, to your great 
praire among all that fliall heare of it; 
your Lordfhipp may, I fay, amend all the 
matter, which if you doe, then doe you 
lyke your owne doing in all other things 
ells, and that is juftlye, gentleye, and cur* 
teflye; weich as I furelye looke for, fo 
fome of the wifefl and beft men of this 
realme, and thofc that thinck mofte ho- 
nourable of your Lordfhipps nature, do 
affure me ye will do foe. 

The waye is this : 

• Let the Bifhopp who, as your Lordihip 
knoweth, is bothe willing for your fake, 
and able of him felf, doe John Dudley 
fome other better good turne then this is, 
and, if it be twife as good, I fhall not en« 
vie it, fo it be not joined withe injuring 

me: 
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me : Then may your Lordfliip take the ad* 
vocation, and, infteede of Dudley youi 
fervaunt, beftowe it uppon Dudley youi 
fonne. And fo fliall John Dudley have a 
benefitt, and I receave no injurie, your 
Lordfhip deferve all thanks, and the fii* 
fhopp none at all And thus verie happe* 
lye in deede (hall fall out a meane whereby 
your Lordfhip may be a good godfather 
in deede unto your fonne, and I and my 
wife mode bounde unto you, as our afiured 
hope hath alwaye bene, and ftill is, that 
we and ours fhall have one good caufe of 
comfort at your Lordlhips hand. And 
then fhall I bothe live in more joye, and 
die with lefs care, when I fhall leave my 
dearcft children fo carefullie provided for 
by his moft noble godfather. But, if your 
Lordfliip do not thus, I muft thinck, and 
other will judge, that you do me playne 
wrong, which you doe in deede, thonghc 
not dircflly by your felf, yet manifeftly by 
pthers, if you fufFer any other, under the 
fliadowe of your authoritie, to do it unto 
mCf And then muft I thinck my happe 

over 
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hard, that your LorcHhip, whofe cuf- 
is to do good even to your enemyes, 
d thus undoe me your poore frend: 
whofe nature is to do good to all and 
none, (huld begynne the firft injuria 
ever you did, to ofFre it to hym, whoe 
)re defyrous of the increafe of your 
Whips honour, then ever he was of his 
5 profitt. And therefore, mofte noble 
my beft Lorde, I praye in Gods be- 
let me underftand playnlye, whither 
purpofe to doe or undoe me in this 
er : Yea a fpeedie naye ftiall be more 
:ome than my right wonne by overlong 
careful craving. Yf ye fay nothing, 
ye tell Ti\t playnlye, ye wyll do no- 
g for me ; yf ye drive me of with faire 
Is, then ye drive mc, thoughe not open- 
to complayne, yet to lament, ells 
are, the injurye done unto me. But 
lye you cannot doe fo for good na- 
s fake ; nor will not do fo for honours 
: ; nor ought to do fo, bothe for con- 
nce, for equitic of the caufe, and al- 
of curtefiej for that trewe hai^ and 

good 
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good will which you knowe I have ever 
borne to you and your name. And thus 
I end, lepofing the doing or undoing o( 
me, my wife, your fonne Uiidley, and rcftc 
of my poore children in your Lordlhippi 
onlie hand; ai^' God fend you as I wiihe 
you. At London, the 14^ Aprilis, 1566.

MINE owne good Marjpiret, the more 
I thmck uppon oure fweete babe (as 
I do manye tymes bothe daye and night) - 
the greater cawfe I alwayes fynde of gev- 
inge thanckes contynuallie to God for his 
iinguler goodnes beftowed at this tyme up* 
pon the cbyelde, youe, and me ; even be- 
caufe it hath the rather pleafed hym to 
take the thield to hym felf into heaven, 
then to leave it here v^ith us ftill in earthe« 
When I mufed on the matter, as nature, 
flesfhe, and fatherlye fantafies did cary me, 
I fbwnde nothinge but forowes and care, 
whiche verie moche did vexe and trouble 
]tne. But, at the lafte, foriaking theife 
worldiye thoughts, and: referinge me who* 
]ye to the will and order of God in the 
matter, I fownd fuche a chaunge» fuche a 
canfe of joye, fuche a plentie of God)

grace toward the chield, and of his good- 
nes toward you and me, as neither my 
halite' can connprehend all, nor yet my 
tongue expreffe the twentieth parte thereof. 
Nevertheleffe, becaufe God and good will 
hath fo joyn^d you and me togeather, as 
we muft be not onlyc th' one comforte to 
th' other in forowe, but alfo full partakers 
togeather in any joye : I could not but de- 
clare unto you what juft caufe I thinck 
bothe we two have of comforte, gladneffe, 
and joye, that God hathe fo graciouflye 
dealt with us as he hathe. Mye firfl: fteppe 
from care to comforte was this : I thought 
God had done his will with our chield, and 
becaufe God, of his goodnes, knoweth 
what is beft, and by his goodnes ever will 
do beft, I was by and by fuUie perfwaded 
the beft that can be done is done with our 
chielde. But, feeing Gods wifdome is un- 
fearcheable with any mans hart, and Gods 
goodnes unfpeakable with any mans tongue, 
I will come downe from foche high thoughts, 
and talke more fenfyblie with youe, and \ 

laye 
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laye before youe fuehe matter, as maye 
be bothe a full comforte of all our cares 
paft, and alfo a juft caufe of rejoifinge as 
longe as we live. You well remember our 
contynuall defyre and wiftie, and our night- 
lye prayer to geather, that God would 
vouchfafe, by us, to encreafe the nomber 
of this wqrlde ; we wiihed that nature 
fhould beautifullie performe her worke by 
us: We did talke howe to bring upp our 
chield in learnings and vertue ; we had care 
to provyde for' itj fo as honeft fortune 
fhould favour and follow it. . And fee, 
fweete Margaret, how mercifuUie God hath 
dealt with us in all theife noints : Por, what 
wifhe could defyre, what prayer could 
crave, what nature could performe, .what 
vertue coulde dcferVe, wliat fortune could 
offer, we have receaved, and our chield 
dothe enjoye alreadye. And becaufe our 
defyre (thancked be God) was alwaye jo)^ned 
with honeftie, and our prayers mingled with 
feare, and apply ant alwaies to ther will and 
pleafure of God, God hath geven us more

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than we vifhed, and that which is bette 
for us now, than we could thinck uppon 
then. But ye defyre to heare and knowc 
how? Marrie even thus: We defyred w 
be made veffcls to cncreafc the worlde, and 
it hath pleafed God to make us ve(rels to 
increafe heaven, which is the greateft ho- 
nour to man, the greateft joye to heaven, 
the greateft fpite to the devell, the greateft 
fbrow to hell, that anye man can imagine. 
Secondarilie, When nature had performed 
that (he coulde, Grace ftepped fortbc, and 
toke our childe from nature, and gave k 
fuche giftes over and above the power of 
nature, as, wheare it could not creane in 
earihe by nature, it was made ftraight waye 
well able to goe to heaven by grace ; it 
could not then fpeake by nature, and nov 
it dothe praife God by grace ; and yet 
thancked bee nature that (he hath done all 
that {he coulde doe ; and blefled be grace 
that hathe done moche better then we 
coulde wi{he (he (hould do. PeradvcB' 
tntt yet you do wi{he, that nature had 
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kept it from ficknes, and h^d preferved it 
from death a little longer ; yea, but grace 
hath caried it wheare now no ficknes can 
follow it, nor anye deathe hereafter. medte 
with it, and in fteede of a fhort lief with 
long troubles in earth, it doth now Kve a 
lief which fhall never have end- with all 
inardjoye in heaven. And now,* Marga- 
ret, go too ; I pray you tell me, and tell 
me as you thinck: Do you love your 
fweete babe fo litle, do you envie his hap- 
pie ftate fo moche, yea once to wifhe, that 
nature ftioulde rather have followed your 
pileafure, in keping your chield in this rny- 
ferable worlde, then grace ftioulde have 
pourchafed fuche profEt for your chielde, 
in bringing hym to fuch felicitie in hea- 
ven ? Thirdlye, You maye fay unto me, 
yet if the childe had lived in this worlde, 
it might have growen to fuche goodnefe by 
grace and vertue, as might have tcrurned 
to great comfort to us, to good fervice to 
our contrey, and afterward to ^ave de- 
ferved as high a place in heaven as it dotbe 
I 3 nowe. 



nowe. Sweete Margaret, you fay trotbCi 
and I believe alfo it (hould fo have done; 
but, when I confyder the daungerouspat 
£ige throughe thb worlde, the flipperie wayc 
that youthe hath to walke in ; when I fee 
by experience, howe many children, by 
their frowardnes, be rather a care than a 
comfort to their parents, and howe that 
nomber is feweft that groweth to mdk 
goodnes ; I quyet my feif with Gods doiDg 
and pleafure, whoe hath geven to our 
chielde alreadie the fure and certaine re- 
warde of vertue, and hath not left hym to 
the daunger of lofle of fuche benefitts. 
And yet fee how merveilouflye God hath 
wrought the matter. In hoUie Scripture, 
the lief of man is commonly lykened to 
two things : In one place it is called a coo- 
tynuali warfare uppon earth; in another 
place it is called a ronninge for the beft 
game, Nowe what dangeroufe enemyei 
dothe mans lief fighte withall ; Even the 
devcU, the worlde, and the flefhe.

e devell, the worlde, aind the fiefhe f It 
fearfall Margaret, to heare of this bat- 
ile, but more fearfull to enter into it, 
id therfore mofte joyfuU to be delyvered 
3m it. Agayne, all muft ronnc that pur- 
)fe to Wynne the game. Yet how flowe 
I we to ronne, manye fcarce willing to goe» 
ore readye to fitt downe and not fturr, 
id mofte tuminge a quyte contrarie waye 
>the from God and his calling. But 
)we hath God dealt with our chield for 
is daungerous battell, and this flipperie 
lye, even fo as I cannot tell wheather his 
fdome is more merveilous, or his good- 
is more mercifuU, and wheather you and I 
e more bounde to prayfe hym for his 
fdome, or all wayes to thanck hym for 
s goodnes ? For he hath geven our chield 
e vi6torie withoute fighting, and the gar- 
id withoute ronning ; he hath geven unto 
m the rcwarde of vertue, before he 

could 
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could cither doe or thinck uppon vcrluc, 
and therefore, Margaret, ought wc tvo 
juftlye to faye, Thie goodnefs, O Lord, ii 
parciall toward our chield and us, and ther^ 
fore let us alfo wilUnglye confefle and 
thanckfuUy prayfe God with David : Blef- 
fid be thou for ever and ever, O mercifull 
God, whoe hathe not dealt thus v^ith aft 
nations and people. Fourthlye and laftlye, 
feing grace hath purchafed more by M* 
death, then nature could have promyfed 
by his lief; feing mercye hathe freelye foe 
rewarded hym in heaven, as no vertue of 
it felf can dcferve in earth ; furely, Mar- 
garet, we might bewaile the want of for- 
tune, the lall point in order I had to talkc 
uppon. For if we underftand good for- 
tune, as men do underltand it ; The bell 
way it is to growe greate in this worlde by 
honeftie and good order, Yet the ftate of 
it in this worlde is fo unftable, as no maa 
of wifdom hathe ever trufted to * *' * *

IHAUE written thefe vnto you by Sextus

Rome, the imporunce of the mauer made 
vs thinke no hade to great, beinge defier« 
ous you might receiue lettres, as foone as 
might be. My Curio, yf yt wear I onlie 
that had (hewed you freendfhip (and yet 
indeed yt is far greater by your accept- 
acion then by my accompte) I fhould hard-i 
lie be boulde to deiier any great matter at 
your hands, for it is a grief to an honeft 
nature to aike any thinge wbear he hath 

well 
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well deferucd, left he (holde feeme to d^ 
mande raiher then defier, and to alkea 
recompcnce rather then a benefitt. But 
feinge yt is well knowen and famous, by 
reafon of my meane beginninge, homfc 
grcatlie I am bounde vnto youe, and fe- 
ing yt is a parte of a lovinge minde to de^ 
fier to be more beholdinge where he i» 
mutch beholdinge all redye ; I wiH not 
fticke to be a futor vnto you, in thefe my 
lettres, for the thinge which is moft accept- 
able and neceflarye for me of all othcn: 
For, thou;ihe voue (holde do never fo 
mutch for me, yet I dare prefume it fhall 
not be lofte, trufting that no benefitt can. 
be foe great, but that either I flialbe able 
to receive with kindnes, or to rewarde yt 
with thankefulnes, or to honor yt with conn 
mendacion. 

Sir, I haue fettall my ftuddie, diligence, 
care, labor, minde, foule. and all, to make 
Miloe Conful ; and I anic pcrfwaded I amc 
bounde to doe it, not onlic as I wolde rc- 

conipence, 
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compence my freend, but as I wolde honor 
my father ; for I thinke theire was neuer 
rmn foe careful! for his life and goodes, as 
I ame for Miloes preferment, whearin me- 
thinks my hole ftate ftandes. Hearin I vn- 
j derftande you can doe vs foe much helpe 
; that we (hall neede to feeke no farther. All 
. Ais wee liaue alredie : The beft fort, for 
; the afts of his Tribunefhipp for my fake, 
. 4as I truft you thinke ; the people and the 
-multitude, for his ftiowes and trivmphes,; 
^and his liberall nature; the youth and the fa- 
vorites, for his owne commendacion among 
theme ; laft of all, my voice not foe mightie, , 
jperhapps, as others, yet eftemed and ho- ; 
neft, and bound vnto hime, and theirfore 
may chaunce auayleable, nowe wee have 
but nede of a Head and a Capteine, and, 
->^s it were a Matter, to rule and govern 
thefe fame windes; and, if wee fhulde 
"viflie for one in all this empire, we colde 
not chufc a fitter man then youe. And 
theirfore, yf youe thinke me mindfull, yf 
you thinke me thankfull, yf you thinke me 

an 
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sn honcft man, that labor fo earneftlie for 
my freinde ; to conclude, if youe thinke 
me worthie of your beneBtts, I deficr you 
to help me in this my great care, and to at 
(ifte me to vrinn this honor, or rather, ai 
yt wear, to fave my life. For Miloe him* 
felfe, this I dare promifle, that you Ihall 
finde no man of more couradge, grauitie, 
conftancie, or faithfulnes towardes youc, 
yf youe will receive him into your fireend- 
fliipp. And, for my parte, youe (hall doe 
me fo muche honor and reputacion, as I 
(hall haue caufe to confes that youe haue 
(hawed yourfelffe as much my fireend for 
my credit, as youe haue done heartofore 
for my fafetie. I doubt not but you fee 
howe I ame tyed to this matter, and howe 
it importeth me not onlie to ftriue, but to 
^ght alfoe to performe yt, ells I wolde 
write more. But nowe I commend aod 
deliver the whole matter and all my felfi 
into your handes. Onlie this I (hall bie, 
yf I obtaine yt, I (ball almofte be more 

bouiide 
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bounde to you then to Miloe ; for I ame not 
fo glad that Miloe faved my life, as I would 
be glad to recpmpence hime for it. And 
I never looke to doe yt but by your meanes 
oiilie.

AFTER our right hartie commenda- 
cions, Whcaras their hathe bene of 
late printed and publifiied within that citie 
a certaine libell intituled, A Difcoveringe 
of the gapinge gulphe, &c. wiiearin the 
author hathe not onlie verie comemptuouf- 
lie intermedled in matters of ftate towch- 
inge her Majefties perfon, but alfoe vttcrcd 
certaine things to the diflionor of the Duke 
of Aniou, brother to the Frenche Kinge. 
Forafmuch as divers of the faid books have 
been verie feditiouflie cail abroade, and 
fecretle difperfed into the hands of (bndrie 
of her Majefties fubieds, as well the inha- 
bitants 
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bitants of that citie, as in other parts of 
this realme; with an intencion, as much 
as in them laie, to aher the mind of her 
Highnefs good and dewtifuU fubiefis, arid 
to drawe them into a fufpition and mifliking 
of her Majefties aftions, as though the 
fame tended to the prejudice of the realme, 
arvd fubverfion of theWUte of true reli- 
gion, nowe a longe time, by the goodnes 
of Almightie God, and her Highnefs au- 
ihoriiie, as Cod's Minifter, cftablifhed and 
contynewed amongft vs) Albeit her Ma- 
rieftie hatbc received fiicb an affured opi- 
nion df the loyaUie of her faid fubieQiy, 
and fpeciallie of the inhabitants of that her 
citie of London, that they will not foe ea- 
felie giue credit to any fuche fccrct fynifter 
devifes tending to the impairing and de- 
faefnge of her Highnes good proceedingfi^ 
efpecialKc in the pointe of religion, where 
fliee hath willed vs to afiure yous ,thatlhee 
defireth bo longer life than fliee* |halbe 
a maymayner and vpholder of the fame; 
yet forafBSuch on the ooe parte yt beho- 
YClh her Majeftie in honor to have foe 
K a notorious 
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notorious an iniuric, done to foe great a 
Prince, her neighbour, whoe in fucbc 
kincle and confident forte (all refpefleof 
perill and dainger layd aparte) vowchfafed 
to doc her Maieftie that honor to come 
and vifit her, repaired by all the waics and 
mcanes that any waie can be devifed: foe 
on the other fide, hir Ilighnes is verie de- 
ficious, that as hitherto fhe hathe bene veric 
carefull (as by her doings hathe well ap- 
peared) to maintaine and contynewe this 
realme, botlie in matters of poUicie and 
religion, in fuch quiet and peaceable eftate 
as hitherto flice hathe done, ar^d- ii^hich 
never any Prince did more carefullie be- 
fore ; foe at this prefcnt yt fliolde be 
knowen vnto her fubie6ts what her mean- 
ing is; not by any treating or dealing-wilh 
the faid Duke of Anion, whoe, neither J)y 
himfelfie nor his Minifters, dyd at anye 
time prcfie her to doe anye thinge to ibc 
preiudice of this Rate, to innouate or in- 
fringe any thinge in the government which 
fhce hath bothc' eftabliflied, and hytheflo, 
by Gods goodnes and affyftaunce • main- 

tayned 
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tayned againft fondry deflegnes and com* 
plotts of many cnimes, of whome the Lord 
be thanked, there is at prefent no fouche 
great doubt as was heretofore to be con- 
ceiaed : For thefe and other good confide- 
racions, to the intent that her laid fubiefis 
giue not any credit to fuche vntrewe and 
vaine {bfptjtions, her Highnes hathe at this 
prefent caufed a proclamation to be made 
in her name, to be printed and dire6led 
thither to be publilhed, at the publifhing 
yhearof within that citie and hberties in 
place accuftomed, her Majefties pleafure 
is, that you the Lord Mayor, accompanyed 
with fome good nombre of the Aldermen 
your bretherin, and the Shrives nowe, as- 
ID like cafes hath bene accuftomed, ihoulde

SIRE, 

ME thinkes nowe I beholde yow a greate 
Kinge, for love is greater then Maieftic 
Opinion, that yow had loft the love of 
yowr people, had almoft loft yow in die 
opinion of the world. But this daye 
makes yow appeare as yow are, a glori- 
ous Kinge, loved at home, and now to 
be feared abroade. This fallinge out Ibe 
happilie, give me leave, I befeeche yow, 
to be a humble fuiter to yowr Maief* 
tie, fir ft for my felf, That I, whoe have 
had the honor to be yowr favorite, may 
now give vp my title to them, they to be 
yowr favorite, and I to be yowr fervanu 
My fecond fuite is, They havinge don foe 
well, yow will accompt of them all as one;

for proporcion, it beingc leffe then yowr 
occalions might aike, yet it is more then 
any fubie£ls gave in foe fhort a tyme. Nor 
am I perfwaded that it will reft there; for 
this is but an erneft of thcyr affeccions, to 
lett yow fee, and the world know, what 
fubiefts yow haue; that, when yowr honor 
and the good of the State is ingaged, yoW 
cannot want. This is not a guifte of 5 
fubfidies alone, but the openinge of a 
myne of fubfidies, which lyeth, in ;theyr 
bartej^.

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Sir Francis Seymors Speechc in 
the Houfe of Commons, March 22^ 
1627. 

THIS is the greate Councell of the 
kingdome, and beer (if not heere 
alone) his Maieftie may fee, as in a true 
glaffe, the ftate of the kingdome* Wee 
are called hither by bis writts to give him 
feythfuU councell, fuch as may ftand with 
his honor; but that wee muft doe without 
flattery ; and chofen wee are by the Com- 
mons to deliver vp their ivft greiuances ; 
and this wee muft doe without feare. Let 
us not then be like Cambifes Judges, \^ho, 
beinge demaunded of him concerninge 
fome thinges vnlawfuU, fayd, Though there 
were noe written lawe, the Perfian Kings 
may doe what they lift. This was bafe flat- 
tery, fitter for reproofe then imitacionV 
And, as flattery^ fo feare taketh away 
the iudgment. For my owne parte, I fliall 
fliunne both thcfe, and Ipeake my con- 
L 3 fcience 
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fcience with as much duety to his Maieftie 
as any man, not negleQinge the publique. 
But howe can wee Ipeake our aflFecci(Mis 
ivhile we reteyne ovrfelues ? Or fpeake of 
giveinge, till we knowe whether we haue 
jiny thinge to give, or not ? For, if his 
Maieftie fhalbe pcrfuaded he may take wh^ 
he lift, What need we to giue ? That tUs 
hathe byq don appeareth by the billettinge 
of fouldiers, a thinge noe way s^dvantagi- 
ous to his feruice, and a burden to the Com- 
monwealthe; the imprifonment of Gent, for 
the loane; whoe if they had don the contraij 
for feare, their faults had byn as great as 
theirs who were Proieftors and Countenan' 
cers of their proceedings, Haih it notlieen 
preached in the pulpetts (or rather prated) 
All wee have is the Kings ? But, when they 
forfake their owne callings, and turne ig- 
norant Statesmen, wee fee howe willingc 
they bee to change a good confcience for a 
Biftioppricke. It's too apparant the people 
fuffers more nowe then euer. Will you 
knowe the true reafon? We fliall fynde thofe 

Princes 
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Princes baue byn \n grepteft wants and ne* 
ceffities, that haue exafted moft from their 
fubie£ls. The reafon is plaine : A Prince is 
ftrongeft by faythfull and wife Counfell. I 
>yould I could truely fay fvch had byn im- 
ployed abroad ; I fpeake this to this end, to 
Jhew the defefl: proceded not from this houfe. 
I will confe0e he is noe good fiibie^i, that 
would not willingly and freely lay downe his 
lif(B, when the end may be the feruice of his 
Maieftie, and the good of the Common- 
w^lthe ; but he is noe good fubied;, but a 
flaue, th^t will haue his goods taken from 
Jhim againft his will and his liberties, againft 
th^ lawes of the kingdome. In doeinge 
this, Wee &all but tread the fteps of our 
forefathers, who ftill preferred the publike 
intereft before their owne right, nay, be- 
fore their owne. lives ; it wilbe a wronge to 
us, to our pofterity, and to our confciences, 
if we (ball forgoe this ; we fhaU doe well 
jther^fpre to prefent it to his Maieftie. I 
offer this in the generall, thinkinge the par- 
ticulars fitter for Committees; and what I 

nowe 
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nowe fay, or (hall (ay then^ I fubmitt to 
better iudgments. 

Sir Thomas Wentworth his 
Speeche, the fame Day. 

MAY this dayes refolucion be as happy 
as I conceiue your expoficion (which 
nowe moues me to arife) to be feafonabk 
and neceflary ; for, whether we fhall lookc 
vpon the Kinge or his people, it did ncucr 
more behooue thisgreate Phifician, the Par^ 
liament, to efFeQ; a true confcnt amonge 
the parties, then nowe. This debate car- 
rycth with it a double refpefl:, toward the 
Souereigne, and toward the fubieO:, though 
both be innocent, both iniured, both to be 
cured. In the reprefentacion of iniuries, 
I fhall craue your attencion ; in the cures, 
I (hall befeech your equal cares and better 
iudgments. Surely (in the greateft humi- 
lity I fpeake it) their illegall wayes are ptt- 
nifhments and marks of indignacion : the . 
rayfinge of loanes, ftrengthend by Com- 

miffion^ 
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miffion, with vnheard of inftruccions and 
oathes; the billettipge of (ouldiours by 
Leiutoikiuits and Deputy Leiutenants haue 
byn, as if they would have perfnaded Chrif- 
tian Princes, nay, worlds, the rights of em- 
pire had byn to take away euerye ftronge 
hande ; and they haue endeauourd, a» 
farre as was poflible for them to doe it. 
This hath not byn don by the Kinge (vn- 
der the pleafinge fliade of whofe Crowne 
(I hope) we fhall euer gather the fruits of 
iuftice ;) but by Proieflors they ba.u^ ex- 
tended the prejrogatiue .of the Kinge be^ 
yond the ijoft proporciojo, which makes the 
fweete harmony of the whole ; they haue 
rent from us the light of our dayes, iiX'^ 
forced a company of guefis, worfe than the 
Ordinance of France; who haue vitiated 
our wives and daughters before our faces, 
brought the Crowne to greater want then 
euer, by anticipatinge the revenewe ; and, 
Can the fhepheard be thus fmitten, and 
the (heepe not fcatlered ? They introduced 
a privye Councell, rauilhinge att once the 

{hires 
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fliircs of all auncient governement, impri* 
foninge vs without eyther bauke or bounde. 
They haue taken from us (What Ihall I fey? 
Indeed, what haue they left us ?) all meanes 
of fupplyinge the Kinge, and ingratiate- 
inge our felves with him, takinge up the 
root of all propertye ; which, if it be not 
feafonably fett into the ground by his Ma- 
ieftlcs owne hands, we fliall haue, in fteed 
of beauty, baldnes. 

To the makinge them whole I ihall 8p» 
ply my felfe, and apply a remedy to all 
their de/eafes ; by one and the fame tbinge 
hath Kinge and people byn hurt, and by 
the fame muft they be cured. To vindi- 
cate what ? Newe things ? Noe ; our aun- 
cient, fober, vitall liberties, by reinforce- 
inge the auncient lawes made by our aun- 
ceftors; by fettinge fuch a char after vpon 
them, as no licentious fpiritt fhall dare to 
enter vpon them : And fhall wee think e diis 
is a way to breake a Parliament? Noe: 
Our defires are modeft and iuft. I (peak 

true 
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true loyaltie, both for the interefte of 
Kfnge and people ; if wee enjoy not this, 
it wilbc impoffible to releiue him. There- 
fore lett us not feare, that they fhall not 
be accepted by his goodnes. Therefore I 
ihail defcende to my mocion, confiftinge 
of 4 parts ; twoe of which haue relacion 
to the perfons, and two to the propertie of 
goods ; for our perfons and our freedome 
from them ; firft, from our imprifoment ; 
fecondly, from implbyment abroad, con- 
trary to the auncient cuftomes, for our 
goods. Firft; That noe kwes may be made 
but by Parliament; fecondly, Noe billett- 
inge of fouldiours : It is moft neceflary, 
that theis be refolued, that the fubie6l may 
be fecured in both for the manner* In the 
iecond place, it will be fitt to determine it 
hy a Grand Committee,

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An Oration, made by Fecknant, 
Abbott of Weftminfter, in the 
Reign of Queen Mary. 

UPPON Fridayc, being the xth of Fe- 
bruary, was red the fecond tyme a 
bill concerning fanfluaries ; declaring how, 
by lawes alreadie pafTed in the 
yeare of Henrie the Vlllth, theare re- 
mained in deede at this day no fan6kuaries 
other then churches, churcheyeards, &c. 
and thofe, as in olde tyme it hath bene vfed, 
to ferve in fuche cafes as they did fervc, but 
for xl daies, and the offender afterward to 
abiure : But, for that fuche abiuracioD 
could neither be made into the partes be- 
yond the feas, the fame being forbidden by 
ftatute ; nor vnto anie fan6tuarie wiihin the 
realme, wheare none was in deede, though 
at Weftminfter by vfurpacion and permif- 
fion it had of late bene vfed : Thearforc 
the bill praidabolifhmentof all fan£luaries, 
other then churches, churcheyeards, &c-

and ffom tfibfe t6 revive tlie olde iha^er 
tif iabidring beyond the feas. It was agreed, 
tbriis Kioche as it mighl be that the Abbott 
of Weftminfter had fome new grauht froih 
the Prince, fens the making of that ftatute

tenfure of curfle Vppon the breakers thear* 
6f, rftafe at (he requeft of (he faid King 
N 3 Edward 
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Edward by the Pope lohn, at a general! 
Synode by hym aflembled for that purpofc; 
being receaved into the Houfe, thus. he 
began : 

Mafter Speaker, and you the reft my 
Matters of this honorable Court, yefter- 
night, betwene the houres of vj and vij, I 
was advertifcd of twoe thinges : The one, 
That theare is a bill heare exhibited among 
you for the abohlhement of the libertie of 
fanSuarie at Weftmintter : The other (for. 
whiche I do moofte humblie thanck you all) 
that it hathe pleafed you to haue fuche fa- 
vourable confideracion of me, as to graunt 
mc free acccfle at this tyme into this place 
with my Councell, to fhew what I coulde 
or had to faye, for maintenaunce and 
continuaunce of fanftuarie theare. But 
for that the tyme of warning was fo (hort, 
and this day being the laftc day of the 
Tearme, the learned in the lawe cannot fo 
convenicntlie fpare me Icafure from tbcire 
other affaires ; thearfore neither coulde I 

myfelf 
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myfelf fufEcientlie prepare to faye in that 
behalf, nor haue the aide of fuche Coun* 
fellours as bothe this cafe requireth, and 
your getlenes hath graunted. Whearfore 
it ipay pleafe you, that, with your like fa- 
vour, I may obtaine, that, if in ii|y. vn- 
perfitt oration .any thing flialbe yttered, 
otherwife than is profitable for my caufe, 
no advantage be taken thearof; and aifo 
.that I may haue a further daie graunted, 
when I may vfe, the helppe. of Councell 
learned in the lawes, to enforme you of 
iiiche right and title as 1 )iaue to ihew for 
the fanftuarie of Weftmintter. But, to 
the matter, I nothing doubt the purpofe, 
not to take away all fan^luaries, all places 
of refuge for poore offenders ; for that 
weare to moche iniuripus, confidering that 
fanftuaries and places of refuge are and 
haue alwaie bene vfed and inviolablie main- 
tained, not onlie in everie contrcy through- 
out Chriliendome, but alfo among the lewes, 
yea, and among the Turks and Infidel Is. 
All Princes, ail Lawc-makers, Solon in 

Athenes, 
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Athenfes, Lycargus at Lac6<kfn6n/aU litVfe 
had hca refugii, 'places bf fuccoilr ittA 
favegarde/ for fuche as haue trsnfg^efliei 
laves and deferued corpoi^ll f>aitii^s. 

Sith thearfore yea meane tidt (eis \ Acidk 
not) to deftroyc all fan6luarie« : And, if 
you purpofe to tnaintaine anye, driCariyt 
be worthye it be contynucd, Wtftfniiiftct 
of all other is mooft worthie, and that for 
foure caufes : The firft is the antiquitie and 
continuaunce of fanftuaries theare. Tht 
fecond is the dignitie of the flerfones bf 
Vhome it was ordiened and preferved. The 
third the worthines of the place it felf. The 
fourth the profitt arid commoditie that you 
haue receaved thearbie. And, firft, for 
antiquitie of fanftuarie at Weftminfter, it 
may pleafe you to haue confideracion, how 
it is no leffe then xiiij hundred yeares fens 
fanftuarie was theare firft ordeined ; for 
Lucius, the firft Chriftian King of this 
realme, which about one hundred yeares 
afier Chrift receaued the Chriftian faithc 

from 
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from the holie Pope of Rome and Marjir 
Eleutherius, by the mynifterie of the holie 
monkes, Fagane, whome fome call Fugane, 
and Damiane, immediatelie after that he was 
by the faid^ holie monkes baptized and in- 
ftruQed in the true profeffion of Chriftes re- 
ligion, did deftroie the temple that then flood 
heare at Weftminfter, dedicate to the idoll 
Apollo; and, in place thearof, erefted a 
a new temple to the honor of the true God, 
pur Saviour Jefus Chrift, and of S%. Peter 
from whofe fee he receavd the benefitt of 
rChriftianitie ; and iheare he, by his free 
graunt, ordeined fanftuarie ; for I muft 
confeffe that, as the temporall power hath 
the adminiftracion of death and t^fpporall 
punilhement, fo hath it alfo the onlie aw- 
tboritie of difpenfacion and pardon. 

He, I fayc, made proclamacion, That 
jwhoe :fo euer wold refort thither, and vor- 
Ihipp the true God, and embrace the true 
faithe, whichehe had then receaved, (huldc 
enioye. free pardon and Jmmunitie for aU 

offences 
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f>fFcnces by Aem cjommitted. \Ol3cJariB 
this good Chriftian Kingfemeth yighlMriAfelfc 
to haue followed the pollieieof Jdaridtr'King 
of Aflina; whoe, purpofingto'haue the^^ 
morie of his father Belus honored, dktereS 
-an ymage to the likenes of his father, and 
madepublicacion throughout his dominions^ 
That whofoeuer wold come and honor that 
■ymage of his father Belus (huld haue firee 
pardon of all offences, with immunitie df 
their lives and goodes. So, even as Dariiii^ 
this Heathen King, by lan£luarie Ibughc 10 
allure the. people to -the idotatr6ua'worfllipp 
bf his father, the fame meane -vfed this 
^ood'Chriftian King to allure his people to 
the trile worfliipp of the true God. Ani 
that freedome of fanftuarie, by him ar- 
deined as a meane to winne men to faithe, 
fo long endured inviolate, as faithe it fcif 
continued vnforfaken, even to the tyttie of' 
^ngodlie King Vortimer, whiche brou^ 
in the wicked Saxons, whoe, having oniet 
prevailed and gotten the rule and pbffeffioi

be receaved againe the freedome and pri- 
vileges theare : and not onlie reeeaved the 
fame, but conRrined them alfo with bis 
moofte ample charter, whiche I haue heart 
to fliewe ; and not onhe that, but alfb pro- 
cured the Pope to call a Synode for the 
eftablifhing thearof ; whearin the fanduarie 
at Weftminiter is Arengthened with the at 
fent of the Hollie Father and a great nom- 
ber of Archbifliopps and Bifhopps, whofe 
names are added to the fame ; and the 
breakers thearof hol3en, by their cenfures, 
dampned to perpetuall fyre with the be- 
trayer ludas.

A mervailous faieng 
of this hollie King, confideying hoMr, in all 
points, accordinglie it hatji agreede with 
the fucceffe of tymes fens the graunt of this 
his charter. A merveilous prophecie, mark- 
ing how it hath followed as he forefaied : 
For, fo long as the dread and feare of Chrif- 
tian name renlayned in England, fo longe 
did Weftnfiinfter enjpye the benfefite of free 
fanQuarie; Howlongthe true faithe remain- 
ed in England vnexiled, fo long the privi- 
lege of fanftuarie refflayned at Weftminfter 
vndiffolued: How long we fwarved not 
fnomnhe vnitie of Chriftes chuf che, fo long 
we broke not the liberties of fariSuarie. 
Weftrtiinfter kept their fanQuarie, graurited 
by this hollie King, inviolate till the tyme

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oF the late fchifma. Then, when all fadthe, 
when all truthe of religion, when all the 
vnitic that conteineth all the churche of 
Chrift, when all feare and dread of Chrif- 
tian name ceafled among vs, then ceafled 
the freedome of fanftuarie, and fo re- 
may nedvntill the happie tyme of our mooft 
gracious King and Queene, Phillipp and 
Marie. They reftored the faithe to vs, 
and vs to the vnitie of Chriftes churche: 
They haue revived the feare and dread of 
Chriftian name in England ; they haue re- 
vived the freedome of fan6iuarie at Weft- 
minfter : And fo, I truft, with the true 
faithe, with the vnitie of Chriftes churche, 
and with the feare and dread of Chriftian 
name, it (hall remaine in your confidera- 
cions, not to be broken or diffolved by 
anie lawe or ordinaunce heare to be agreed 
among you. Thus farr for the antiquitie 
and continuaunce of fanSuarie at Weftmin- 
fter. Now come I to the fecond caufe 
whie Weftminfter fhuld ftill enjoye fanc- 
tuarie; wiche is the dignitie and reve- 
rence of perfones by whom it was ordeincd,

Our mooft gracious King 
Queene, Phillipp and Marie, haue 
jht home the faithe againe, and vnder 
we haue enioyed fanCtuarie. Thefe

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Princes (having eye to the beft) arc meetcft 
to be followed. But, on tlie other fydc, 
Who haue deftroyed fandluarie ? The infi> 
dell Saxons deRroyed both faithe and lanc- 
tuarie. The wicked Danes exiled bothe 
faithe and fanftuarie. The late vjigodlie 
heretikes and fchifmatikes baniihed faithe 
and dilTolved fanftuaric^ The examples of 
ihefc evell Rulers are to be efchued, and the 
better to be embraced. Thirdlie, I al- 
leadgc we ought to haue fanftuarie at Wefr 
niinucr, rather than anie wheare elk wiAui 
this realme, for the worthynes of the place 
it felf, whiche is divers waies to be proved 
For the temple at Weftminfter, erefted in 
honor of God and St. Peter, was the firft 
temple wheare the firft Chriftian King firft 
worlhipped the true God, and fett vpp the 
honor of Chriftian name. And, if we cre- 
dit St. Edward, he writeth lieare, in the be- 
ginning of his charter, how, when he pour- 
pofed to dedicate the hoUie temple at Weft- 
minfter, builded by the firft Chriftian King, 
Lucius, and reftored by hym felf, in honor 
of God and St, Peter, he was admoniflied

Fourthlie, and laft of all, I 
befechc you, for conty nuance of fanfiu- 
arie at Wedminfter, to haue in confidersb- 
cion the profitt and commodities that yoa 
haue rcceaved thearbye ; even you I fay of 
the laitie, from the higheft to the loweft, 
haue had profitt by our priuileagc of lant- 
tuaric; I meane not you heare prefent, 
but men of all your degrees, and of all 
other lay eftates ; Quenes, Princes, Duker, 
Earlcs, Barons, Knightes, and all fortes, 
haue bene preferved by fanQuarie : So as 
all d-grces of you owe thankfull confide- 
racion to fanftuarie, for by fanftuarie your 
lyves, bodies, and goods, haue bene pre- 
ferved. In dede, I confefle that, if ^'C 
might be aflured alwaye to enjoye our moft 
gracious Kinge and Queue that now are, 
Kinge Phillippe and Queue Marie; if that 
wcL.re c^ffured to them of God, which never 
bathe bene nor flialbe graunted to anyc, 

that 
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that is, immortallitie of iife, and everlaft* 
ing raigne over vs ; I wolde not then fay 
any thing for defence of fan6luarie ; I wold 
altogeather leave it, not as a thing vnmetc 
to be vfed, but as a thing in vaine to be 
graunted, that fhuld never nede to be vfed; 
Suche is their merciful! nature, fuche a 
perpetuall fanfluarie haue they reppfed in 
thcire owne clemencie for poore offenders ; 
vhearof I my felf haue had, from tyme 
to tyme. no fmall experience ; and even of" 
late, Hrfore the hollye dales, talking with 
an oide acquaintaunce of myne, an OflScer 
in the Tower of London, he tolde me 
theare was in the Tower of London neuer 
a prifoner but one Frencheman: A rare 
example of mercifull and gentle govern- 
mente, and fuche a!s if (I fay) we might be 
aflured alway to haue the fame or like, I 
wold not, for that I neede not, Ipeake for 
fanfluarie; but, as that is denyed to ail 
men, fo is it not graunted to our Kinge and 
Quene : As tymes haue bene, fo may theare 
be againe, theare is vicjfiivdo rerum. Sanc- 
tuarie may be hereafter as nedcfull, as 

hearetofore 
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hearetofore it hath bene profitable. And 
fo, for all theife caufes, I truft you will 
haue refpeft both to the antiquity of tyme 
that Weftminfter hath bene fan^uarie ; to 
the wayeng of perfones by whome it hath 
bene ordeined, maintayned, and fubverted; 
to the reverence and worthines of the place 
it felf ; and to thankfuU remembraunce of 
the commoditie that yowr fathers haue 
theare receaved; with wife conlideracion 
what you may receave hereafter. 

I haue alfo a charter of the Queenes 
Maieilie, whearin are graunted to me, by 
generall words, all liberties, privileages, 
and franchifes, in as large and ample maner 
as my predeccffors, Abbots of that place, 
had and enioyed at anie tyme within one 
yeare before the diffolucion thearof. How 
farr that generalitie of words extendeth, or 
what further matter of right and title the 
lawes do giaunt to me, bccaufe I my fclf 
can not fo for advauncement of my inte- 
relt, declare and pleade as the forme of 
law requireth, I Ihail befechc you to pro* 

ceade 
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ceade towarde me with the fame favor 
you haue begonne, and that I may haue 
a further day to bring my Counfell he- 
ther ; in whiche tyme, bothe I fliail fearcbe 
for further knowledge hearein, and they 
fliall better fet forth my right vnto you, 
than I -myfelfe am able. And in that 
meane while, and alfo hearafter, from tyme 
to tyme, what other charters or monuments 
fo evier I haue concerninge this matter, they 
are at your commaundement. 

This being faid, he was requyred by the 
Speaker to departc into the vtter rome, 
while the Houfe did dehberate vpon fuche 
anfweare as ftiulde be given hym ; whiche 
done, after confultacion, it was agreede 
that he fliuld be called in againe, and the 
Speaker fhuld, for anfweare, affigne vnto 
hym Tuefday next following to come again 
with his Counfell learned ; whiche he thank- 
fuUie receaved, adding this: That, if he 
had not other charters then thofe to fhew, 
they would not thearbie take advantage, but 
impute it to the iniquitie of tymes whearin

■■ THE learned Dr. Birch, m 

the Lift ^Prince Henry, having 
made honourable mention of the 
young Lord Haring ton,' (otem- 
porary and intimate friend of that 
excellent Prince^ the Reader may 
not be difpleafed to perufe thefoU 
lowing rough fketch^ of his Life^ 
written fome time after his deaths 
As the Editor^ above-mentioned, 
has donejuflice to the learned part 
of his charaBer, l^ giving usfeve^ 
ral Letters of his writing to the 
Prince, wejhall refer our Read- 
ers to that bookf for thofe fpecimens 
of his Latinity ; and mpjifmcfirely 
wijh the prefent times afforded as 
bright examples, in the Great world, 
of early piety, ufeful knowledge^ 

and 
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and undffeSled manners^ Whether 
thefe rare qualifications were owing 
to parental injluence and attention^ 
orfuperior mental endowments^ we 
Jhall not determine ; but are forty 
tojind, amidji the extolled refint" 
ments of thefe times, and the boa/led 
improvements ineducation,JoJewcf 
either fex equal to Prince HenrYi 
Lady Jane Grey, and LordHA- 
RiNGTON ; riot to mention manyih 
ther extraordinary chara6lers^ both ? 
before and in the fame age. 

JOHN Lord Harington was the eldeft ^ 
fon of the Lord and Lady Harington, 
to whofe care and tuition King James com- 
mitted the education of his daughter Eli- 
zABETH, \vho was married afterwards to 
Frederick, Prince Eleflior Palatine. They 
were perfons eminent for prudence and 
piety, who carefully educated this their fon, 
both in religion and learning ; and this ho- 
nourable 
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'nourable Lord, thankful for the care and 
honour J received from them, returned ho- 
nour to them again with advantage, being 
no lefs honourable, than they were to him. 

He was of an excellent wit, firm me- 
mory, fweet nature, and prompt to learn- 
ing ; fo that, in a fhort time, he was able 
to read Greek authors, and to make ufe of 
them in their own language: He fpake 
Latin well, wrote it in a pure and grave 
ftyle, and was able to confer with any ftran- 
ger readily and laudably in the French and 
Italian tongues. Underftood the authors 
which he read in Spanifh; and, for arts, 
he was well read in logic, philofophy, and 
the mathematics. He made a good pro* 
grefs in the thejg^etic part of the art military 
and navigation: So that he> wanted nothing 
but praftice to make him perfeft in both. 
And, for his underftanding in heavenly 
matters, and the myfteries of Salvation, it 
yfSLS admirable, fo that there was fcarce any 
queftion could he propounded to him, about 
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thofe matters, unto which he was not able 
to give an underftanding and quick anfwer. 

Being well groundedin religion and learn- 
ing at home, his Noble father fent him to tra- 
vel abroad in France and Italy, that by expe- 
rience he might ripen that knowledgie which 
he had before gained ; and, for a guide and 
tutor for him in his travels, he ch6fe and fent 
over one Matter Tovey, a grave and learn* 
ed religious irian, and formerly the head 
Matter of the free-fchool at Coventry. But 
how dangerous a thing it is for religidus 
Gentlemen to travel into thefe Popilh Coun- 
tries may appear by the example of this 
Nobleman and his Tutor, whofe found re- . 
ligion, and heavenly zeal for the truth, 
being taken notice of by th*- Jefuits, they 
took their opportunity to adminifter a flow- 
working poifon to them, that, feeing they 
had no hopes of corrupting their mifids, 
they might dettroy their bodies, and bnng 
them to their graves. 
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Of this poifon Mr. Tovcy, being aged, 
and fo lefs able to encounter with the 
ftrength of it, died prefently after his re- 
turn to England ; but the Lord Harington, 
being of a ftrong and able body, and ia 
the prime of his age, bore it better, and 
conflifted with it longer ; yet the violence 
of it appeared in his face prefently after his 
return, and^ not long after, haftened his 
death. 

He was eminent for fobriety and chaftity; 
^is lips were never beard to utter any un- 
chafte or unfeemly fpeech ; which was the 
txiore admirable, confidering that he was 
in the beat of youth, living in the Court, 
and had been a traveller into thofe coun- 
tries which are fchools of uncleanline(S| 
whence few return fuch as they went out; 
tut, if chafte, are made unchafte, or, if 
u^ichafte befpre, are made feven-fold worfe. 
than they were: But this our Nobleman 
was as fifh frefli in fait waters, and kept him- 
felf unilefiled, as Lot in the midft of So- 
P 2 dom; 
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dom : And, indeed, he took the right way 
to prcferve his chaftity, by avoiding the 
incentives and provocations to luft. He 
fpent not his time in courting of Ladies, 
and amoroufly contemplating the beauty of 
women, which, are bellows of luft and 
baits of uncleannefs : But he preferred his 
books before their beauty ; and, for his fo- 
cieiy, chofe men of parts and learning for 
arts and arms. Befides, he, was very tem- 
perate in his diet, fliunning tafting; and 
was frequent in fafting ; and hated idlenels 
and much fleep, which are the two nurfei 
of uncleannefs ; and in the night, when he 
lay awake, to prevent temptation, he ex- 
ercifed his thoughts with heavenly medita- 
tions. 

His juftice, fo far as he had occaHon to 
Ihew it, was very exemplary.: He dealt ho- 
nourably and honeftly with every body he 
had to deal with ; and, whereas his father 
had contraQed great debts by his prince- 
like houfe-keeping, and other public and 

private 
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private occafiions, he was very foUicitous for 
the difcharge of the fame, giving power to 
his executrix to fell part or all his land, if 
peed were, therewith fpeedily to difcharge 
the creditors ; and being afked, when the 
writing was drawn up, Whether he af- 
fented to it? he anfwered, Yea, with all 
my heart, for my honour and my honefty 
arc my neareft heirs. 

But the fplendor of his religion out- 
fiiined all his moral and natural accompliih- 
ments : This was the temple that fanftified 
the gold, and the altar that fanftified the 
offering : This was that which ennobled his 
fobriety, juftice, and other virtues. And 
this appeared both by his private and public 
cxercifes of piety, which were rare in a 
young roan, more rare in a young Noble- 
man, and hardly found in fuch a meafure 
in any man, of what age or condition fo- 
cver. He ufually rofe every morning a- 
bout four or five o'clock, feldom fleeping 
above five or fix hours at a time. When 
P3 he 
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he firft waked, his conftant care was to fet 
his heart in order, and fit it for holinefs all 
the day after, offering the firft-fruits of the 
day, and of his thoughts unto God. Being 
up, he read a chapter out of the holy Scrip- 
tures; then, with his fervants in bis cham- 
ber, he went to prayer; then did he fpend 
about an hour in reading fome holy trea- 
tife to enliven his affeftions and increafe 
his knowledge. He read over Calvin's In- 
ftitutions, and Rogers's treatife, which were 
liis two laft books. Before dinner and fup- 
per, he had a pfalm, chapter, and prayer 
in his family, and prayer after fupper ; and 
befides thofe public duties, he prayed pri- 
vately every morning in his clofet, after 
which he betook hirafelf to fome ferious 
ftudy, for three or four hours together, ex- 
cept he was interrupted by fome fpecial 
bufincf:;. The refidue of the morning he 
fpent in converfe with his friends, riding 
the great horfe, or fome fuch other honeft 
and nojlc recreation, till dinner-time. 
Thus avoided he idlenefs, and pj^evented 

temptations, 
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temptations, which commonly enfue there- 
on. Prefently after dinner, he retired into 
his ftudy, to meditate on fermons he had 
lately heard; or, if he was difappointed of 
that opportunity, he neglefted not to take 
the firft that was offered to him ; yea, ma- 
ny times, in his travels by land, or by water, 
he thus bufied himfelf. The reft of the af- 
ternoon he fpent in bufines, ftady of hifta- 
ties, the art of war, mathematics, and na- 
vigation; wherein he attained to a great 
meafure of perfeftion. After fupper, he 
prayed with his fervants ; then withdrew 
himfelf into his ftudy, where he kept a di- 
ary or day-book, wherein he recorded what 
he had done that day ; hoyr he had offended, 
or what good he had done ; what tempta- 
tions he met with, and how he had re- 
fifted them ; and, furveying his failings, he 
bumbled himfelf to God for them ; and, 
,for fuch failings as were fit to be known 
only to God and his own foul, he wrote 
them down in a private charafter. which 
none could read but himfelf, and then be- 
took 



took himfelf to his reft; and to prevent 
evil thoughts before fleep, one that waited 
on him in his chamber read a chapter or 
two to him out of the holy Scripture, and 
this pra£tice he continued for four years to* 
gether before his death. And, that his 
public care as well as private to walk with 
his God might the better appear, the ufe 
pf his time in the means of God's worlhip 
bore fuflicient teftimony ; being a moft re- 
ligious obferver of the Lord's-day, both io 
public and private duties, yet preferring 
the public before the private, fo that, though 
he had an houfhold chaplain, yet he ever 
frequented the public affemblies twice a 
day, yea whilft he was a Courtier ; and. if 
his occafions caft him into a place where 
the Word was not preached, he would ride 
to fome other place, many miles, rather 
than want it. Immediately after fermon, 
he withdrew himfelf from company, for 
about half an hour, to» meditate and apply 
what he had heard to his foul. After the 
evening fermon, two of his fervants ha- 
ving 
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ving written, he caufed them to repeat both 
the fermons in his family before fupper; 
and fuch was his memory, that he could 
ufually repeat more than they had written. 
Then wrote he them down in his book, and 
prayed himfelf with his family, wherein he 
had an excellent gift. And, by way of 
preparation to the Sabbath, every Satur- 
day-night, he ufed to call himfelf to a ftrift 
account how he had fpent the whole week ; 
and accordingly he humbled himfelf to God 
for his failings, and returned praife for 
mercies received from him. On the Sab- 
. bath morning, riling betimes, he ufed, as 
he was making himfelf ready, to repeat to 
his fervants thofe Sermons he had heard the 
Lord's-day before. He ufed, monthly, to 
receive the Sacrament of the Lord's- fup- 
per ; and to fit himfelf to feaft at the Lord's- 
table, he kept a private faft the day before, 
and then he looked over his books for his 
carriage that month, and fpent the whole 
day in prayer and meditation and felf-exa- 
mination; obferving how it was with him 

fince 
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fince his laft receiving; what progrefs he 
had made in piety ; how he had thrived in 
grace, and what more llrength he had gotten 
over his corruptions. Thus he fpent the 
whole day, not coming out of his Rudy 
till about fupper-time. Alfo, the morning 
before he received, he read 1 Corinth. XI, 
wherein is contained the Inftitution of the; 
Lord's-fupper; and, to his fervants that 
were to communicate with him, he r^ad^ 
little Treatife to them, wherein the ri^ 
ipanner of communicating was contained: 
And, befides thefe monthly fafts, heke(lt 
many other days of affliQing his foul, upon 
fundry occafions. He was wondrous atten- 
tive in hearing the Word of God preached 
pr read ; and carried himfelf wondrous and 
exceedingly reverent therein, knowing that 
he was in the prefence of God ; {hewing 
thereby, that, when he came to hear, not 
the words of man, but God, he willingly 
laid down his honour at Chrift's feet : And, 
to avoid oftentation, or the appearance of 
it, in his private duties, he never admitted 

any 
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any one, either to his prayers, or his repe- 
tionof his fermon, in apd with his family, 
but only one friend, that was moft intimate 
with him. And thOs o^;. :!.■. t^oly fer\ int 
of Chrift V'/jw.'/c/i Gid pwe, ynd th.i ^hiid 
of God wxihout rth ike in a naughty and 
crooked generatiofiy amongjl whom he Jhiried a$ 
a light in the world, holding forth the words of 
life, that he might rejoice in the day of Chrift's 
coming, that he had not run in vain, nor la- 
boured without fruit. He further manifefted 
tKe fincerity of his religion, by his love to 
all that were truly godly, efpecially to faith* 
ful and painful minifter$; as alfo by his 
niercy and charity to the needy faints and 
' poor members of Jefiis Chrift. After his 
return from his traVek, by way of thank* 
fiilnefs to God, he gave yearly, by tbe hand 
of a private friend, twenty pounds to the 
poor. Ahd,^ the fecorid Sabbath after his 
land!ing in Ehgtarid (having fpent the day 
before witli' his Tutor, Mr. Tovey, in 
prayer, faftihg, and thankfgiving) he heard 
the jiVord, received the Sacrament, and 

gave 
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gave to the poor of that parifh five pounds; 
and, befide, he gave forty pounds, to be 
bellowed upon poor minifters, and other 
Chriftians, for the relief of their neccfli- 
ties. Yea, fuch were his bowels of tender 
mercy, that he gave a tenth part of his 
yearly allowance, which was a thoufand 
pounds, to pious and charitable u(es; be- 
fides much that he gave occafionally, as he 
travelled, or walked abroad, &c. Alfo, aH 
his other graces were beautified by the orna- 
ment of admirable humility ; which is rarely 
found in perfons fo honourable, and ho« 
noured both of God and man. From the 
firft day of his laft ficknefs, he ftrongly ap- 
prehended the approach of his death, and 
therefore accordingly prepared himfelf for 
it. Befides his private meditations, he 
called often others to pray for him, and 
often prayed himfelf; made confeflGon of 
his fins, and often confefled his faith, and 
an undoubted hope of falvation by Chrift 
Jefus; profefling with fo much chearfid- 
nefs, that he feared not death, in what 

ibapc 



ftiape foever it came. He uttered many 
heavenly fpeeches, defiring to be diffolved, 
and to be at home with God his Father ; 
profeffing, not above two hours before his 
death, that he dill felt the affured comforts 
and joys of his falvation by Chrift ; and, 
when death itfelf approached, he breathed 
forth thefe longing expreffions: O Thou 
my joy ! O my God ! when ftiall I be with 
thee ! and, in the midft of fuch defires, 
fweetly and quietly refigned. up his fpirit 
unto God.

DOE I fee Godds moft (acred and text 
of Holie Writt drawen to diuers 
fences (be it never fo perfitlie taught) ; and 
that I hope that my Speache can paile 
fourthe throughe foe manye ' eares without 
miftake ? Wheare foe many ripe and divers 
witts doe oftner bende theme felves to con- 
fter, then attaine the perfed vnderfiand- 
inge, yf any looke for eloquence, I Ihall 
deceive their hope ; yf fome thinke I can 
match their guifte that fpake before, thcj 
holde an open herefie. I cannot fiitisfic 
their longing thirfte that watche for thofc 
delights, vnlefle I (holde affourde theine 
what my felffe had never yet in my poflcf- 
fion. If I (holde faie the fweeteft fpeacbe 
and eloquenteft tonge that euer was in maOf 
I were not able to expreaflfe that rcftlcs 
care which I haue euer bent to governc for 

the 
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the grcateft welthe ; I (holde wronge myne 
intent, and greatlie baite the merite of 
my owne indeuour. I cannot attribute 
thofe bappes and good faccefle to my de- 
uyfe, without detra£linge mouche from the 
Devine Prouidence ; nor challendge to my 
priuatc comendation what is onKc dewe to 
Godds eternall gloric. My fex permitts it 
not ; or, if it might be in this kinde, yet 
imde I noc impeachment whie, to parfons 
of more bafe eftate, the like proportion 
Iholde not be allotted One fpeciall fa- 
vour^ notwithftandinge> I muft nedes con* 
fcs) I bauc iuft caufe to uaunt of; Thai, 
whearas vanitie and love of change is ever 
ft> ryfc in fervaunts tow4rdcs theirmaftera, 
ehildren towardes thetf parents, and in 
pnuate freendes one towardes an other> as 
thougbe^ for one yeare or two, they can 
content >€tholde tfceir coi«fc vprigjbt, yet 
ititer, by niii^ufte or dttwLt of worft, they 
are diflevered, "^nd in time waxe werie of 
their wonted likingp : Yet, till I finde that 
9ffluFedKale amongK iq; faithfullfubieds 
Q» to 
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to my fpeciall comforte, which was firft de- 
claired to my great incouragment, 1 am a 
Prince that of ncceffitie mull difcontenta 
iiombre to delight and pleafe a few ; be- 
caufc the greatell parte is not bed inclined 
to continewe foe longe time withowt great 
offence, mouch miflike, or common grudge. 
Or happes it ofte that Princes A6tes are con- 
ceiued in foe goode parte, and favourablie 
interpreted ? No, no, my Lords ; hove 
great my fortune is in this refpeS, I were 
ingrate yf I fholde not acknowledge. And, 
as for thofe rare and fpeciall benefitts which 
manye yeares haue followed and accompa- 
nyed me with happie raigne, I attribute to 
God alone, the Prince of rule; and ac- 
count my felfe no better then his handmaid, 
rather brought vp in a fcoole to abide the 
ferula, then traded in a kingdome to fup* 
port the fepter.^- Yf poUicie had bene pre- 
ferred before trulhe, it wold, I.trowcyou, 
even at the firft beginninge of my rule, haue 
turned vpfide down fo great affaires, or en- 
tred into toffmge of the great waves and 
billowes of the worlde, which mighte, if ^ 

had 
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fead foughte xnyne eafe, hive harbored and 
caft ancker in a more feeming fecuraie. It 
cannot be denyed but worldlie wifdome ra- 
ther bad me marry and knytt my felfe iiv 
kague and alliaunce with great Princes, to 
purchafe freendes on every fidie by worldlie 
meanes, and there repofc the truft of 
myne aflured ftrcngthe, where force coldc 
neuer wante to giue affiftaunce. Was I to 
ieeke in that which to mans iudgment owt« 
wardlie muft needs bfc thought the faiFclb 
courfe ? Noe ; I can neuer graunt* my felfe 
to be foe fimple, as not to fee what. all mens^ 
eyes difcbuered. But all thof^ means of 
leagues, atliaunccsj and fbrrein ftr^ngthes 
I quite fcH-fook, and gaue myfelle to feeke 
for truthe withowt refpcde, repofinge my 
affiired ftaie in Go& 'moft mightie grace^ 
with full affuraunce. Thus I l^gan, thus 
I did proceed, aiid thus I hope to ende. 
Thefe feventeenc yeares <;od hathe bothe 
profpered and protefted with good fucceffe 
under my direction. And I nothinge doubt 
but the fame maintaininge hande will guyde^ 
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youe ftill, and bringe youe to the ripenes of 
perfeftion. 

Confidcr with yourfelves the bitter ftorms 
and trebles of your neighbors ; the true 
caufe whearof I will not attribute to Princes 
(God forbid I fholde) fmce thofe misfor- 
tunes maie proceede as well from finnes 
amongft the people ; for want of plagues 
declair not alwaies want of guilte, but ra- 
ther proue Gods mercie. I knowe, be- 
fides, that priuat perfones maie finde foner 
faulte, then mende a Princes ftate; and, 
for my parte, I graunte myfelffe to guiliie 
to increafc the burdein, by niiflike of any. 
Let all men therefore beare their priuat 
faults, myne owne haue weight enough for 
mc to aunfwere for. The beft waie, I fup- 
pofe, wearc bothe for you and me, by hum- 
ble prayers, to requyre of God, that not 
in weeninge, but in perfcft weighte ; in be- 
ingc, not in feminge ; wee maie wifhe the 
befte, and farther it with owr abilitie : Not 
the fineft witt, the ftrongeft, iudgment that 
can rave molt decplie, and take vp mens 

captious 
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captious eares with pleafaunt tailes, hath 
greater care to guyde yaue to the fafFeft 
ftate, and be gladder to eftablifhe youe 
where men oughte to thinke theme felves 
mofte fure and happie, then fhee that 
fpeaks thefe wordes. Nowe, touchinge 
ifciungers cheiflie feared, firft to rehearce 
my meaninge, latelie vnfolded to youe by 
my L. Keeper : Yt (hall not he nedefuU, 
though I muft needs confes myne owne 
miflike, foe mutch to ftriue againft the 
matter, as, if I wear a milke made with a 
paile on my arme, whearby my priuat per- 
fon might be litle fett by, I wolde not for- 
fake that poore and fingle ftate to matche 
with the greateft Monarche ; not that I doe 
condemne the double knott, or iudge a- 
mifle of fuche as, forced by neceffitie, can- 
not difpofe theme felves to another life ; 
butwilhe that none wear drawen to chaunge, 
but fuche as cannot keepe honeft limitts. 
Yet, for yowr behalfe, there is no waie fa 
difficuUe, that maie towche my priuat per- 
ibn, which I will not well content my felffe 
to take, and, in this cafe, as willinglie to 

fpoile 
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fpoile my felffe quite of my felffe, as yf 
I fholde put of my vpper gamient when it 
weryes me, yf the prefent ftate might not 
thcrbie be cncombred. I knovve I ame 
but mortall ; which good leRbn Mr. Speak- 
er, in his thirde divifion of a vcrtuos Prin- 
ces properties, had reafon to remembrc; 
and fo, their while, I prepair my felfiie to 
welcome deathe, when foever it fhaU pkafc 
God to fend it. A& yf others wolde indea- 
vour to performe the like, yt wolde not be 
foe bitter vnto manye, as yt hath bene ac* 
compted. Myne owne experience teacheth 
me to be no fonder of thofe vaine deligh» 
then reafon wolde ; nor further to delight 
in thinges uncertaine, then raaie feeme con- 
uenient.' But let good heed be taken, that, 
in reaching too farr after future good, youc 
perill not the prefent and beginn to quanei; 
and fall by difpute together by the eares^ 
before it be decyded whoe (hall weare my 
Crowne. I will not denye but I might hc^ 
thought the indiffcrenteft iudge in this re- 
fpeft, that I fhall not be when theife points 
are fulfilled, which none befide my felfe 

can 
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can fpeak in all this companye, Myrdeem-e 
not my wordes, as thoughe I fought what 
heretofore hathe bene graunted. I entend it 
not ; my words be to thynn to carry foe tufFe 
a matter. Although, I truft, God will not 
in fuche hafte cutt of my daies, but that, 
accordinge to ybwr owne defart and my 
defier, I maie prouide fome goode waie 
for yowr full fecuritie. And thus, as one 
that yeeldeth yow myc thanks, bothe for 
youre zeale vnto my felffe, and faruice in 
this Parlamcnt, then my tonge can vttre, 
X recommend youe vnto the affured guarde 
and beft keepinge of the Almightie ; who 
will preferue youe fafe, I trufte, in all fe- 
licitie; und wisfli with all, that each of 
youe had tafted fome dropes of Lethes 
floode, io cancell and deface thofe fpeaches 
owt of yowr remembraunce.

WHAT a gricfFe it is to the bodie to 
lofe one of his membres you all 
knowe. I amc come hither to receiue my 
punifhment, according to the lawe. I ame 
forie for the loffe of myhaund.and moreforie 
to lofe it by iudgment ; but moft of ail with 
her Maiefties indignation and evell opinion, 
vhome I haue fx highlie difpleafed. Be* 
fore I was condempned, I mi^t fpeak for 
my innocencie ; but nowe my mouth is ftop* 
ped by iudgment, to the which I fubmitt 
myfelffe, and ame contente patientlie to 
endure wbatfoeuer it pleafeth God, of his 
fecrett prouidence, to iaie vpon me, and 
take yt iuftlie deferued for my finnes; and 
I pray God yt maie be an eioample to youe 
all^ that yt beinge foe daungerous to of- 
fend the lawes, without an evrlt meaninge, 
as breedeth the lofie of a haund, youe maie 
vfe your haunds holylye, and praie to God 

for 
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for the longe prefcruation of ber Maieltic 
over youe, whome God hath vfed as an in- 
ftrument for a longe peace and many blef- 
fings over vs ; and fpeciallie for his Gof- 
pell, whearby (bee hatbe made a waie for 
vs to reft and quietnes to our confcicnces. 
For the French I force not ; but my greateft 
grieffe is. in foe many weekes anddades 
imprifonment, her Maieftic hath not once 
thought me worthie of her mercie, which 
flie hath often times exftended to diven 
parfons in greater offences. For my haund, 
I efteeme yt not foe mutch, for I thinkc 
I colde haue faved yt, and might do yet; 
but I will not haue a guiltlefle harte and an 
infamous haunde. I praie youe all to praic 
with me, that God will ftrengthen me to 
endure and abide the paine that I ame to 
fuffro, and graunt me this grace, that the 
lofTe of my haunde do not withdrawe any 
parte of my dewtie and affe6Uon toward 
her Maieftie, and becaufe, when foe many 
veines of bloude are opened, it is vncer- 
taine howe they maie be flayed, and what 
wilbe the event theirof. Then, kneeling 

on 
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on his knees, hee faid ; * I befeche youe all 
to praye for me, that it wolde pleafe God 
to forgiue me my finnes ; and I crave par- 
don of all the worlde, and freelie forgiuei 
everie one thathathe offended me; and foe 
with mercie to deale with me, that whether 
I liue or die^ I ; may liuc or die his fer- 
uaunt/ My^ MaxfterA, if their be any a« 
ixKdng youie that doe loue me, if your loue 
be not in God and her Maieftie, I vtterlic 
denie yoor loue. The haund redie cm the 
\Aofk ixx br ftviken of, hee iaid often to the 
peb^ : « Praye for me, nowe mye cala-^ 
niitie is at handie/ And foe, with thefe 
wcrdes, yt was fmiitett of, whearof he 
fownded.

IAME come hither to ceceiue the lawc 
according to my iudgment, and thanke 
God of all ; and of this I take God to wit- 
nes, that knoweth the hartes of all men* 
that, as I ame forie I haue offended her 
Maieftie, fo did I never mene harme to 
her Highnes parfon, crowne, or dignitie; 
but haue bene as trewe a fubied as any was 
in Englande, to my abilitie, except none; 
and, holdinge vp his right haund, laid: 
* This haund did I put to the ploughe, and 
got my living by yt many yeres. Yf it 
wolde haue pleafed her Highnes to haue 
pardoned yt, and to haue taken my lefte 
haund, or my life, fhee had delte more fe- 
vourablie w^ith me, for nowe I haue no 
meanes to live ; but God, which is the 
Father of vs all, will provide for me. I 
befeche youe all to praie for me, that I 
maie take this punilhment patientlie/ And 
foe he layd his haund vpon the block, and 

prayed 
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prayed the executioner quicklie to difpatch 
hime ; and foe at ij blowes his haund was 
fmitten of. So, lifting up the ftompe, he 
faid to the people, * I have lefte their a 
trewe Englyfhmans haund/ And fo went 
from the fcaffolde very ftoutlie and with 
great corradge.

The Oration of the Commons-Houje^ 
by the Speaker^ Mr. Williams, 
to /A^ QuEENE*s Majesty, T^ntp. 

ELizab^ 

THE Commons in this prefent Parlca- 
ment alTembled, mode highe and 
migbtie Princes, and our moofte gracious 
and renowned Sovereigne, as • they daylic 
to their greate commoditie and comfbrte, 
doe feele and receave th' ineftimable bene- 
fits of your mode gracious government of 
this your realme in peace and furetie, fo do 
they alfo mode thanckfullie acknowledge 
the fame, befeeching Ailmightie God long 
to bleffe and continewe your mofte prof- 
perous raigne over them. And amongfte 
all theife benefites, which they dailie re- 
ceave of your Highnes, they have at this 
tyme willed me to recognife vnto your Grace 
that they accompt it not the leafte, but ra- 
ther amonge the greateR of them all, that 
your Maieftie bathe at this tyme affembled 
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your Parleament, for fuppHeing and re- 
dreffing the greateft wants and defaults of 
your Commonweale, and for eftablilhing 
the fiiretye of the fame ; whiche your Ma- 
jefties mofte gracious meaning hath bene 
by your commaundement fignified vnto v» 
by the Right Honorable the Lord K^per of 
the Great Seale, namelie, in this, Aat he 
willed vs firft to have conftderation of the 
greateft matters, that neareft towched the 
ftate of your realme, and the prefervation 
* tfaearof. Seeming thearin alfo to expreffe 
vnto vs the conformitie of your Maiefties 
mynde in having, principall refpeft to the 
matters of greateft weight, and for that 
purpofe affembHng this your Parleament*. 
And for as^ moche as your faid fubjefts fee 
nothing in this whole eftate of fo great im- 
portaunce to your Maieftie and the whole 
reahne, nor foe neceflarie at this tyme to 
be reduced to certeintie, as the fure con- 
tynuaunce crT the governaunce and impe- 
riall Crowne thearof inyour Maiefties mofte 
loyal perfon, and the mofte honorable iffue 
R3^ of 
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of your boddie, whiche Almighty God 
fend us to our higbeft comfort; and ior 
want thearof in fome certain limitation to 
guide the obedience of our pofleritie. 

And vheare Almjgbtie God, to our great 
terrour and dreadful! warning, hath touched 
your Highnes w ith fome daunger of your 
mofte noble perfon by ficknes, from iwfaidi 
fo fone as your Grace was by Gods favour 
and miracle to vs recovered, your Highnes 
prefentlie caufed this Parleament to be (bm- 
moned ; by force whearof your faid fub- 
iefts, now aflembled, are, bothc by necef- 
fitic and importaunce of the matter, and 
by the convenience of the tyme of calling 
them, immediatelye vppon your recoverie, 
in efFeft inforced to gather and conceavc 
that your Maieflie, of your mode gracious 
and motherlie care for them, and their pof- 
teritic, have called this Parleament, prin- 
cipallie for th* eftablifhing of fome certain 
limitation of th' imperiall Crowne of this 
your realme^ for prefervation of your iib- 
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ie8s;£roni oerteine and vtter deftru^ion, if 
the feme ihulde not rbe provided for in your 
life, which God long continew^ 

They cannot, I fay, but acknowledge^ 
how your Maieftie hathe raofte graciouflie 
confidered the great daungers, and th' un« 
fpeakabic miferies of civil warres, the pe- 
rillous entermedlings of forreyne Princes, 
with fedicious, ambicious, and faccious^ 
fubiefts at home, the ,wafte of noble howfes, 
the (laughter of, people, fubverfion of towns, 
intermiffion of all things pertaininge.to the 
xnaintenaunce of the realme, vnfuretie of 
all mens polTeffions, lives, andeftates, dai- 
lie enterchaunging of attainders and trea« 
Tons. All thole mifchiefes, and infinite 
other, [are mofte likelie and evident, if 
your Maieftie fhuldc be taken from vs with* 
out a know^nheire ; whiche God forbid to 
fall Vjppon your .fubjefts, to the vtter defo- 
lation of the whole (whearpf you have 
char^ge ynder God) if good provifion be 
not;had in this behalf. Your Maieftie bathe- 
waied th' examples of forraine nacions, as 

what 
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vhat enfued on the death of Alexandre, 
vhan, for want of certeine heires by him 
begotten orappointed, the varietie of titles, 
the diverfitie of dirpofitions in them that 
had titles, the ambition of them that, vnder 
colour of doubtfulnes of titles, forfooke 
all obedience of titles, deftroyed the dcvi- 
dours of his dominions, and walled all their 
pofterities with mutuall warres and flaugt 
ters. In whate royferable cafe alfo \rastbb 
your realme, whan the title of the Crowne 
was brought in queftion betwene the two 
royall howfes of Lancafter and Yorke, till 
your mofte noble progeni tours. King Hen- 
rie the viitb and the Ladie Elifabeth, his 
wife, reftored it to fetled vnitic and lefte 
the Crowne in certayne courfe of fuccef- 
fion ? Theife thinges, as your Mafeftie hath 
vppon your owne daunger mofte graciouf- 
lie confidered for our comfort and fafetie, 
fo wee, your mofte humble fubieQs, know- 
inge the prefervacion of our felves and our 
potteries to depend vpon the furetie of your 
Maieflies mofte Roiall perfon, haue like- 
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wife moI);e carefullfe and diligentlle confi- 
dered how the want of heires of your bo- 
die, and of certeine limitacion of fuccef- 
fion after you, is mode perillpus vntp your 
Highnes, whome God long preferue .ajnpng 
vs. We haue bene admonilhed of the great 
malice of your forreine enemyes, whiche, 
even in your life tyme, haue fought to 
Uaosfarr the dignitie and righte of your 
.:CrA^ne to a ftraunger; we haue noted 
iheire dailie mofte daungerous .pi:G(Qif6S a- 
-gainft your life and your raigne; we haiue 
iiearde of fome fubie£^ of ibis land mode 
vnnaturaUie confedered with your-eoemios 
to attempt the diftru6tion of your Maieftie 
and vs all that live by youe. We fcare a 
-£iccion of heretikes within your realme, 
malicious Papifts, lead they, mofte vnna- 
^urallie againft their contrey, vnwifelie a- 
•gainfte their owne fafetie, .and mode trai^ 
ierouilie s^gaind ypur Highnes, not onlie 
hope for the wofuU daye df your death, 
■but alfo lye in waite to advaunireifoine title, 
•vnder whiclic they maye reoewe their late 
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vnfpeakeable creweltie, to the diftruftion 
of the goods, poffeflions, and bodies, and 
thraldome of the fowles and confciences of 
your faithful! and Chriftian fubie6ts ; wee fc 
nothing to refill their defyre, but your onlye 
life. Theire vnkindnes and creweltie we 
haue tailed ; we fcare moche to what at- 
tempte the hope of fuche oportunitie (no- 
thinge withllanding them, but your onfic 
. life) will move them ; we finde how ncccf- 
farie it is, for your prefervacion, that thearc 
be more fett and knowen betwene yourM*- 
iefties life and their defyre : We fee, o» 
th'other fyde, how theare can be no fuchc 
daunger to your Maieftie by th'ambicion 
of anie aparent heire, ellablifhed by your 
advauncement, for want of ifTue of your 
Majefties Roiall bodie, as you are nowe 
fubiefte vnto, by reafon of the^iefyre and 
hope we know not of, how manie that pre- 
tend titles and trull to fucceade you ; whofc 
fecreatt greedines we fo moche more fearc, 
becawfe neither their nombre, force, nor 
likelihoode of dilpoficion is knowen vnto 
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vs, aod (6 we can the leffe beware of them 
for your prefervacion. We fynde alfo, by 
good proofe, that the ceiteine limitacion of 
the Crowne of Fraunce tath procured fo 
great quyet, as neither the perfon of the 
Prince in poffeffing hath bene endaungered 
by fecreatt or open praftifes, neither the , 
Commonwealth molefted by civill diffention, 
through anie quarrell attempted for the title 
of the Crowne, 

And fomewhat nearer home, we mzy 
alfo remember the miferable eftate whearin 
Scotland ftoode after the death of King 
Alexander without a certeine limitacion to 
v^home the Crowne of Scodand iiulde re- 
maine, by.reafon whearof the whole eftate 
of that realme was'lefte open to the ambi- 
cion of many Competitors,' and.mofte gre- 
vous defolacion and fpoile^ that grew uppon 
fuche devifion, as in the ^Crowiiicles of the 
viQorie of your mofte famous progejiitour 
King Edward the Third, more plainelie 
appear^th. Which miferie gaue'occafioa 
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aftenvarde to Kingc lames the Fiftc to limit 
the Crowne of Scotland to certain noble 
families of that realme; whearby they at 
this prefent enioye that quyetnes and fure- 
tie whiche we doe want. And all your 
Maiefties mofte noble progcnitours. Kings 
of this realme, haue in this behalf bene 
fo careful!, that, from the Conqueft till this 
prefent day, this realme was never lefte, as 
it now is, without a certaine heire living 
and knowen, to whome the Growne (after 
the death of the Prince) fhulde appertdive. 
So, as your Maieftie, of your finguler care 
for vs and our pofterities, hath at tikis time 
aflembled vs for eftablifhement of this great 
and onlie ftaye of our fureties, we againe, 
mofte gracious Soveraigne Ladie^ acknav^ 
ledge our felues, and all that we haue, to 
depend vpon your prefervacion, and, being, 
according to our bounden dutie, mode 
careful! for the fame, we in mofte humble 
manner come to your 'Maiefties prefencet 
And I, the mowthe appointed for your na- 
tural! and loving fubie£ts, togeather with 
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and in the name of them all/ do prefent 
vnto yout Highnes our moftc lowlie fute 
and humble petition, That, forafmoche as 
of your Maiefties perfon fliulde come the 
inofte vndoubted and beft heires of your 
Crowne, fuche as in tyme to come we 
wolde mofle comfortablie fee, and our 
pofteritie fhulde mofte ioyfullie obaye : It 
may pleafe your mofte excellent Maieftie, 
for our fake, for our prefervacion and com- 
fortes, and at our mooft humble fute, to 
take to yourfelfe fome honorable hufband, 
whome it maye pleafe you to ioyne to you 
in manage, whome fo ever he be that your 
Maieftie ftiall chufe : We proteft and pro- 
mes, with all humilitie and reverence, to 
honor, love, and ferve, as to our bounden 
dutie fhall appertaine ; and by the ftatute 
whiche your mofte noble father aflented 
vnto, of his mofte princelye and fathcrlye 
zeale to his mofte lovinge fubiefls, for the 
limitacion of fucceffion of th' imperiall 
Crowne of this^realme, your Maieftie is 
the lafle expreftlie named within the bodie 
of the fame afte : And for that your fub-

ie£U cannot iudge, nor do knowe anye 
thinge of the forme or validitie of anie fur- 
ther limitacion fet in certaintie for want of 
heires of your bodie, whearbie feme great 
daungerous dowte remaineth in their hartes, 
to their great greife, periil, and vnquiet* 
nes: It may pleafe your Maieftie, by pub- 
lication of certaintie all readie provided, 
if any anie fuche be, or ells by limitacion 
of fome certaintie, if none be, to provydc 
mofte gracious remedie in this great necef* 
fitie, whiche, by your moftc honorable and 
motherlie carefulnes for theai, hathocca- 
fioned this affemblye, that, in this conveni- 
ent tyme of Parleament, vpon your late 
daunger, mofte graciouflye called for that 
cawfe.

I HAVE heard by you the common rci- 
queft of my Commons, whiche I may 
well tearme^ as me thinks, the whole 
reatme; becaufe theie geve, as I haue 
herd, in all thefe matters of Parleament, 
their common confent to fuche as be heare 
affembled. The weight and greatnes of 
this matter might caufe in me, as I muft 
confeffe, being a woman, wanting bothe 
win and memorie, fome feare to fpeakc, 
and baftiefuTnes befides, a thing appropriate 
to my fexe.

further aunfweare thearin, not for that he 
could not .prefentlie haue aunfwered, but 
to haue his witt the ryper, and better ih*iri)- 
ened to aunfweare ihe matter with all. If 
he a private man, but in matters of fcole, 
toke fuche delaye, the better to fhew his 
eloquence, great caufe may iuftlie move 
me, in this fo great a matter touching the 
benefut of this rcalme, and the fafetie of 
you all, to dcferr mye aunfweare till feme 
other tyme; whearin, I aflure you, the 
confideracion of myne owne fafetie, al- 
though I thank you for the great care that 
you feme to haue thearof, fhalbe litle, in 
comparyfon of that great regarde that I 
meane to haue of the fafetie and furetie of 
you all.

all to Iong§, Bdight, by Clotoea hand, haue 
quicklye bene cut of; yet defy red not I 
lyTe then (as 1 haue fom.e witne^ he^re) fo 
moche for myne Qvne fafetie. as for youfs 5 
for I knew that, in e^chaunge of thi« 
reigne, I (hulde haue enioyed a better 
reigne, whearc refidencc is perpetual!. 
Theare needs no boding of my bane. I 
know as well now as I did before, that I am 
niortall ; I know alfo, that I muft feke to 
difchardge my felf of that great burden 
that God hathe heare laide vppon me ; for 
of them to vJiome moche is commitUd moche is 
required. Thynk not that I, that in other 
matters haue had convenient care of you 
all. will in this matter, toching the fafetie 
of my felfe and you all, be careles ; for 
know, that this matter toucheth me moche 
nearer then it doth you all, whoe, if the 
worft happen, can lofe but your bodies ; 
but I, if I take not that convenient care 
that it behoveth me to haue thearin, I ha- 
zard 
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zard to lofe bothe bodie and ibule ; and 
thoiighe I am determined, in this (b great 
and waightie a matter, to deferr my aun- 
fwere till Ibme other tyme, becaufe I will 
not, in fo deepe a matter, wade with fo 
ihallowe a witt : Yet haue I thought good 
to vfe theife fewe wordes, afwell to flicvr 
you, that I am neither careles, nor vn- 
mindefuU of your fafeties in this cafe (as I 
trufte you likewife do not forgeatt) that by 
me you were deliuered, while you wearc 
yet hanging on the boughe, readdie to fall 
into the modde, yea, to be drowned in the 
doinge ; neither yet the promes whiche you 
haue now made me concerninge youre 
dueties and due obedience, whearwith I 
maye and meane to chardge you, as further 
to lett you vnderftand, that I neither mif- 
lyke of your requeft hearein, nor of that 
great care that you feeme to haue of yout 
owne fafeties in this matter. Laftelye, be- 
caufe I will difchardge fome reftles headds, 
in whofc braynes the nedeles hammers beat 
with vaine iudgement, that I Ihulde mif- 
lyke this their petition, I fay that, of the 

matter^ 



matter, fome thearof I like and allow verie 
well; as to the circumdances, if anye be, 
I meane, vppon further advice, further to 
aunfweare. And fo I aflure you all, that 
thoughe, after my death, you may l^ue 
many ftepdames, yet fhall you never anye 
a more naturall mother theu I me^e iq Up 
vnto you all.

Soueraigne, when it was at the bcftc, 
was yet fo lowe, as I neuer was worthe one 
leaft looke of your Maiefties eyes ; howc 
iboulde I, nowe that I ame in bodclie 
bondes, and, which is the great captiuitie 
of myne affliBed minde, in this highe in- 
dignation of your Maieftie, be yet fo bar- 
die to craue that patience of your Royall 
cares, as to haue my humble wordes bar- 
kened vnto ? Surely euen this emboldeneth 
my panting harte, that, as the King of 
Kinges, the Lord of heauen and eartbe, 
dothe take to his finguler recommendacion, 
and redelye heareth burdened mindes owl 
of their deepeft dongeons ; th' effeft of 

which 
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which his promifles I haue, by his mercic^ 
felte in this time of myne humbling ; even 
fo that Princes, which are his vifible Ma- 
ieftie among men, to endeauour to refem- 
ble the L. of Lordes, not onlie in chiefFeft 
authoritie and foueraigne commanding, but 
chiefflie in that which he faith is ouer all his 
workcs, that is, mcrcie and/orgituncs : whear- 
vnto comes, as an addition of fuftaining 
me in this banning, that my Prince is a 
Chriftian Ladie, whofe naturall inclination 
to pittie religion hath alfo taughte to haue 
compaffion, whearof I haue feen many 
experiences, to the great name of her cle- 
roencie, and no fmali fupport of my trou- 
bled minde; and as thofe praiers, which 
haue any promi(fe of hearing from God, 
muft be qualUfied with a forrowfuU ac- 
knowledgment of the fynnes wee haue com- 
mitted, and of his gratious pardon to be 
bellowed on vs vndeferuedlie ; even foe 
ame I the boulder to offer this fupplica- 
-torye fubmiffion and peticion into your 
Maiefties handes, becaufe it is the vcrye 
true and vn&ined witneffing of my. prof-

trate harte, laden with grieff to haue, by 
this aSe, incurred your Princelie difplea- 
fure, and to haue difquyeted or troubled 
your gratious harte, whearvnto I haue and 
ever (hall contynewallye wiflie all happic 
and conftant contentation ; and ame iht 
forrowfulleft man in the worlde, that one 
minute of the contra rye fholde fall owt, 
and that by the mofte vnhappie man, in 
that rcfpeft; who, if I had fuppofed this 
thinge wolde haue realchcd foe highlic, 
either in offence or difquiet to the mindc 
of my naturall Queene, or in fo hay-

worffe to worfle. Submittinge myfelfie, 

therfore, 
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therfore, in all truthe and humblenes or 
harte vpon my knees, to the highe cenfure 
of your royall wifdome, and ta that iudg- 
ment which is giuen againft ine by lawe, as 
towching my owtward faO:, and euerie cir- 
cumftaunce theirof, I craue, by your moft 
gratious favour, pardon to faie theife fewe 
wordes for my felfFe, the contrary whearof 
I cannot faie, though it were to faue my

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Tome better conceiving, or at leaft not fo 
evcll opinion, of my finglc-harted allege- 
aunce ; and, fecondarelie, fome mitiga- 
tion of your great indignation ; I wolde 
reckon but as in the third place, and for an 
acceffarye benefitt, the pardon of my handci 
The whiche, vnleffe yt maie like your gra- 
tious Maieftie, of your free mercye and 
accuftomed pittie, to giue me againe, theirc 
is nothing in me alredie to move youe, nci* 
ther can I promifle any newe and worthyc 
recompence of fer\'ice dewe for fo great a 
grace ; for, alafie ! What can my poorc 
hande performe ? An^whatfoeuermyhearte 
can wifhe your Maieftie hath heartofore de- 
ferued whoHie by greatter beneHtts vnder 
your governement; this then can be the 
onlie vfe of it, even to bear yt abowt with 
me, while I liue, for an evident gage of 
your prince-like, lady-like, Chriftian, free 
mercie towards me, provoking other,, as yt 
wear, by the liuelie fpeaking theirof, to de- 
ierue well of her by well-doinge, who is fo 
reddie to doe well withowt defert, and to 

be 
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be gratiouflie mercifull to foe grevous an of- 
fendour.

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The Prince of Spaine's Receiving 
into Bruflells, i Ap. 1549. 

THE Prince of Spaine, beinge come, 
the laft of Marche, to a place of the 
Ladie Regents, ij Dutch miles diftant 
frome this townc, was mett their by the 
French Queene, the Ladie Regent, and 
the Dutchefle of Loraine ; whear they all 
lodged that night. The daie folowing, 
which was the firft of Aprill, after dinner, 
the French Queene returned to Bruffelli 
to keep the Emperour company, who wal 
then in his Diet, and theirfore yfliied not 
fourth of his pallace. The Prince, with 
other Noble men, tooke their waie to- 
warde a great and faire plaine, diftant ij 
Englifh miles from this towne.; which, be- 
inge environed with fondry fmall hills, ra- 
ther fomewhat extending in length, then 
mutch raifcd in heighte, reprefenteth vnto 
the beholders a right pleafaiint and beauti* 
full fighte, in the midit whearof the Lady 
Regent had caufed a great and gorgious 
howfe, or ftanding, to be made, contain- 
ing 
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ing 250 paces in length, and abowt tenn 
in bredth, with xxxv great windows in the 
fame ; whearof iij in the niidft whear fome- 
what greater and higher than the reft, and 
occupied the fpace of a fair chambre, or 
fcparatc place, for the parfonage of moft 
honor to ftand in, the fame with the reft of 
the howfe, being fumtuouflie painted find 
overlayd with garUnds and fuellage of 
hearbes and trees, fuch as the feafon of the 
year fufFred to be moft grene; whearin 
were alfo intermingled fondry fortes of 
counterfaite fruites, very perfeftlie made 
couloured.

lefte. After that the Prince and Lady Re- 
gent, accompanied with the other Noble- 
men and Ladies, were alighted at this howfe, 
and, each perfon placed according to his 

degree, 
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degree, the prepared tryumph began ; for 
the better vnderltanding whearof, it is to 
be noted, that ij bandes, bothe of horfe- 
men and footmen, in manner of ij armits, 
were incamped about half a mile afonder, 
eche parte beinge entrenched and fortified 
with their mounts, flankes, and other de- 
uiles, after the forme and manner of warr, 
having on either parte iij EnGgnes of foot- 
men, and Gentlemen on horfback withtar- 
getts, after the manner of demilaunces; 
and light horfemeii with targctts like ban- 
gours; xl harquebufes on horfback after the 
Alman fafhon, ; xxx men at ^rmes well 
mounted, and their horfes barbed, and 
xxiiij peeces of ordinaunce. I omittherc 
to fpeake of the fumptuous trappings, the 
fair and coftlie armour, the braue and gor- 
geous plumages, the fondry ftrainge and 
fightlie deuifes whearwith each perfon, ac- 
cording to his eftate and degree, was fiir- 
nifhed : A matter over longe for fo fhort 
a difcourfe, andno Icfle comberous to be 
written, then tedious to be redd. The one 
of thefe twoe armies, being all in green,

ftandards and enfignes of the fame, was 
guided and Icdd by the Prince of Peer-

Com Lane, where they refided from King 
Edward the firft's time, which manor of 
Aldingham, came to Robert de Hareing- 
ton, by the marriage of Agnes, the fifter 
and heir to William d^ Cranefield, fon and 
heir of Richard de Cranefield, by Alice 
his wife, filler and heir to Michael Flamcng> 
that family of Flameng, having formerly 
been Lords thereof.— To this Robert and 

Agnes 

* This account Dugdalc has given in his Barona^iuM* 
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Agnes fucceeded John de Harington, who, 
in 34 Edward the firft, (amongft the reft of 
thofe ftout young foldiers which were then 
to attend the King on his expedition into 
Scotland, received the honour of knight- 
Jhood with Prince Edwgird, at the feaft of 
Peqtecoft; the fame year, by bathing, and 
other facred ceremonies; and in 4 Edward 
]'I. had fumipons to fit hipifelf with horfe 
and armesy and to be at Carlifle on the 
inorrow of AH Souk-day, thence to march 
againft the Scots.
